WITH GUNS AND ROPES 
THEY WAIT FOR BRUTE 


But Officers Heard of Mob’s Pres- 
ence anc Left the Nerro in the 
Penitentiary — The Negro 
£pends Hours in the 
Sweat Box. 


Leavenworth, Kans., January 13.—Judge 
Moore today isstied a warrant against 
Fred Alexander, the negro who attempted 
to assault Miss Roth yesterday, and to- 
night the sheriff went to Lansing to 
serve it. 

Many persons thought Alexander would 
be brought back here tonight, and a 
large crowd of determined men with guns 
and revolvers and ropes gathered at the 
jail. But the prisoner was left at Lan- 
sing, where he will remain until the offi- 
cials deem it safe to bring him here. When 
this fact became known the crowd dis- 
persed quietly. 

At a secret meeting of citizens of every 
class held here this afternoon, a society, 
to be known as “The Leavenworth Vig- 
flance Committee,’’ was'‘organized. Its 
purpose, it is said, will be not only to deal 
with such characters as Alexander, but to 
run out of town all men unable to prove 
visible means of support, a class with 
which Leavenworth has been overrun this 
winter. The members of the organiza- 
tion are determined finally, it is said, 
to lynch Alexander. 

Alexander underwent a_ three hours’ 
sweating process today, but nothing that 
shed any light on thé Pearl Forbes mur- 
der, of which he is believed to be guilty, 
was elicited. (Pearl Forbes was a fac- 
tory girl, who was criminally assaulted 
and killed by her assailant in this city.in.| 
November r last. 


WHITES AND BLACKS RIOT. 


The Races Meet in a Bloody Collision 
| at Wichita. 

Wichita, Kans., January 13.—A _ series 
of riots which began in this city early 
this morning, ended tonight in a street 
fight between three colored and three 
white men. More than a dozen shots were 
exchanged btween Wily Schnell, a Texas 
negro, and Cash Johnson, a white trunk 
maker. Schnell was shot in the thead, 
but will not die. Johnson wwas_ shot 
through the groin and his condition is 
serious. A man named Herford was 
slashed with a razor and a young man 
from @he country had several ribs broken, 
The principal negro contestant fled and 
a mob of 200 white men pursued and 
caught him. Policemen hurried him to 
a wagon and succeeded in escaping 
from the mob. 

The result of the day's rioting is seven- 
teen arrests. 

Several hoodlums who tossed a motor- 
man off-a trolley car, breaking his legs 
and ribs, started all the trouble. A strong 
force of police has been posted tonight 
and peace hi has reigned since dark.

Jacksonville, Fla., January 
cial.)—Congressman Bailey, of Texas, 
organizing a syndicate to largely control 
the cattle trade in Cuba.

BOERS FOOLED LORD ROBERTS. 


They Gave Up Their Old Guns but 
Kept the Mausers. 
Winnipeg, Man., January 13.—A large 
contingent of Canadian mounted rifles 
returned today from south Africa under 
command of Mejor Williams. The officer 
commanding says a great injustice has 
been done the Canadians by the imperial 
government in the matter of pay. While 
the Cape Colony volunteers and Austra- 
lians received $1.25 a day, the Canadians 
were paid only the regular ‘“‘tommy”’ 
rate of 8 cents a day by the English 
government. Major Williams intends to 
bring the matter to the notice of the 
authorities. He also thinks that Lord 
Roberts made a big mistake in the way 
of accepting the surrender of old arms 
from the Boers, who buried their Mau- 
sers and were given free passes out 
again. As soon as the British army 
had passed on these the Boers dug up 
their rifles and joined other commandos 
like Dewet’s. He expects Lora&Kitch- 
ener will have another year’s hard work 

before the Boers are settled. 


EOERS MAKE DARING ATTACK. 


Eight Hundred of the Bu-ghers As- 
sail British Garrison. 
Pretoria, Saturday, January 12.—The 
Beers cut the wires between Irene and 
Olifantsfontein stations last night. Earlky 
this morning 800 Boers, under Cémmand- 
ant Beyer, invested Kaalfontein station. 
A hot rifie fire and shell fire with two 
field pieces and a Maxim was maintained 

for six hours. 

An armored train and re-enforcements 
were sent from Pretoria, but before they 
had arrived upon the scen? the garrison 
had driven off the Boers, who retired un- 
molested with a transport train half a 
mile long. The Boers blew up the line 
beyond Kaalfontein, compelling the mail 
train to return here. It is supposed their 
object was to obtain supplies, a great 
quantity of which is stored at Kaalfon- 
tein. The British had no casualties.

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London, January 14.—The Odessa cof- 
respondent of The Daily Mail sends 4 
heartrending story of the sufferings of 
railway passengers snowbound while on 
the way to Odessa. The blizzard, he says, 
rage continuously for more than 10 
hours over the whole of southern Russia. 
He describes the gradual arrival of trains 
at Razdyelna&ia, with hundreds of passen- 
| gers from the north, who had entrained 
six days before. 
|-~*They.-had.been..snowed in for five 
days,"’ he continues, “and fighting among 
themselves for the scanty food supplies 
provided at the railway buffets. Women 
and children were weeping with hunger, 
while gangs of men battled with snow 
drifts which were twenty-five feet deep 
in some places, and that, too, without 
snow plows. although these would have 
been useless even if they could have been 
found. 

“Finally some 5,000 passengers had as- 


sembled at Razdyelnaia. A regiment was 
sent from Kieff southward and 3,000 
troops went northward from Odessa with 
shovels. On the third day the relieving 
parties succeeded in cutting a passage 
for a couple of trains, which started with 
2,000 persons, after a mad rush, the weak- 
est gotng to the wall. 

“The trains proceeded for eighteen 
hours and were again stuck in the snow, 
unable to go either forward or backward. 
The blizzarzd continued. Demoniaca] fury 
_and pandemonium dfgmafied, the passen- 
‘gers cursing the railway management, 
fainting and weeping. The trains were 


. buried and all passed a horrible night.

AIMS OF RUSSIA IN CHINA. 


DeWette Says Czar Only Desires To 
Restore Peace. 


St. Petersburg, January 13.—The Rus- 
sian minister of finance, H. DeWitte, has 
subzmitted his budget statement for 1900. 
This shows a surplus in the ordinary es- 
timates of 73,443,450 roubles. He explains 
that piste in the far east have neces- 
sitated a heavy expenditure, amounting 
for 1900 to 61,900,000 roubles. This, he says, 
did not constitute the total sacrifice im- 
posed upon the country by “these regret- 
table events.”’ 

“It is still too early to submit a state- 
ment of our entire material losses,”’ con- 
tinues M. DeWitte, ‘‘a.considerable por- 
tion of the credits being included in the 
normal budget and charged to other min- 
istries and local finances. The losses 
and delays on the construction of rail- 
ways in the far east have entailed ad- 
vances of nearly 82,000,000 roubles to the 


5 railway companies. 


‘The glorious deaths on Chinese battle- 
fields have a consoling aspect in the evi- 
dence of moral well being and are a strik- 
ing proof of the entire sincerity-of the 
peaceful sentiments which inspired the 
ezar in his august words appealing on 
behalf of peace and his proclamation of 
the peaceful intentions of Russia. 

“This was a sublime Christian work; 
and each step forward in Chirfa has fur- 
nished evidence of his majesty’s desire 
to maintain peace. It required a viola- 
tion of our frontiers by Chinese insurg- 
ents without motive, the bombardment 
of Blagovestschensk and the destruction 
of the railway to decide the government 
to send troops to Manchuria. Russia 
is working for the pacification of the dis- 
turbed districts and for the restoration 
of good relations with China; and, 4s 
soon as her immediate and urgent duties 
have been accomplished she will with- 
draw her troops from Pekin and proceed 
to reduce the military forces in Manchu- 
ria. The storm broke in a quarter where 
it was least expected. Almost without 
noise or confusion a formidable army of 
over 220,000 men protected a frontier ex- 
tending ten thousand kilometres, purged 
Manchuria of rebels and rescued the Eu- 
ropeans in Pekin. 

‘Russia has accomplished all that it 
was her duty as a Christian power to ao 
in China. We were induced to act thus 
not by any prospect of advantages, but 
by the consciousness of our solidarity 
with the whole human race, proving in 
an inrefutable manner that Russia is 
pacific, not because she is weak, but be- 
cause she is conscious of her power. She 


could not fear any danger from what- 
ever source—she who has been able, day 


after day, to display a strength so colos- 
sal, but Russia does not use her might 
for secret and selfish calculations. The 
ezar is a great Christian prince, who 
follows no impulses save that of his 
heart and is inspired only by. his ideal 
of the rules and welfare of humanity 
and who has shown the world, by a sub- 
lime example, that the extraordinary 
might of Russia is bound up with a pro- 
found love of peace. 

“Recent events prove that our country 
can face the future with serenity in the. 
path traced for her by the will of her 


august sovereign.”’

Story of the Big Deal. 

“Dr. R. C. Flower and W. J. Ashton,pro- 
moters of the Arizona Eastern and Mon- 
tana Smelting Ore Purchasing and Devel- 
opment Company, over a million dollars’ 
worth of the shares of which are held 
in eastern cities, are both missing. 

“The shareholders are declaring they 
have been victimized and now officers 
are trying to save something frem the 
wreck. 

‘The master spirit in the venture was 
Dr. R. C. Flower, who represented him- 
self as a brother of the late Roswell P. 
Flower. Before he took a little Arizona 
mine and with that as a basis distributed 
more than $1,000,000 worth of stock all 
over the east, Dr. Flower had a record 
from Mexico to Boston. He has been a 
minister of the gospel, patent medicine 
practitioner and promoter for more than 
a generation. 

‘He has managed to steer clear of 
trouble, to keep magnificent suites at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, to travel in a special 
car and generally live on a millionaire 
scale through it all. The Arizona and 
Eastern company is still in existence, 
but the doctor has vanished utterly, and 
the second guiding spirit of the concern, 
Ww. J. Ashton, disappeared from the Im- 
perial hotel in this city last Monday 
night, leaving his baggage, a big unpaid 
bill and no address to which to forward 
the bales of mail that are accumulating 
for him. 

“There is really nothing new in the 
method pursued to harvest the dollars of 
investors, but the game is unique in the 
extent of its operation and the promi- 
nence of the people who figure as its 
victims. 

“The company, under a new president 
and new directors, is supposed to be 
endeavoring now to effect some KNd of 
a reorganization by which some of the 
lost money may be drawn back from the 
void into which it was dumped. The 
Arizona Eastern company really had 
a mine. It was called the Lone Pine 
mine, and from it a certain amount of 
ore had been extracted. 

“The company obtained the mine from 
Mrs. H. B. Clifford, paying for it largely 
in stock and giving a mortgage for $60,000. 
It may be well to state here, in order that 
the full measure Aanri success of the oper- 
ation may be appreciated, that the mine 
has been sold by sheriff sale and was bid 
in again for Mrs. Clifford, so that the 
stockholders have not even the possibility 
of a big strike to give h poe of getting 
back some of the money. 


$1,500,009 Stock Sold. 


“There was $1,000,000 in treasury stock 
when the company was incorporated un- 
der the laws of West Virginia in 1899. Ac- 
cording to the confession of one of Flow- 
ers’s secretaries that was all disposed of 
at par—$5 per share—and $500,000 worth 
additional that came—nobody knew 
whence—was aiso sold. The beautifuily 
engraved stock certificates were scatter- 
excl over the land, and men who ought to 
have known a great deal better eagerly 
snapped it up on the promise of a 2 per 
cent monthly dividend. 

“Hive of these dividends were paid out 
of the money ‘realized from the sale of 
the stock. according to one of the law-

UN KILLED 
AND MOTHER 
'S ASSAULTED 


Negro and White Man Commit 
Awtul Crime for Purpose 
of Robbery 


NEGRO ASSAULTS WOMAN; 
WHITE MAN STRIKES SON 


| Negro Arrgted ‘Near Poriland, Me. 
His Clothes Were Bloody and 
Bloody Money Was Also 
Found on Him—Woman 
Will Recover. 


Portland, Maine, January 13.—Thomas 
O. Moshier, a farmer aged twenty-five, 
was murdered and his mother, Mrs. Ru- 
fus Moshier, aged seventy-two, was bru- 
tally assaulted at their home in Gorham 
Saturday evening bv two men who fore- 
ed an entrance into the Moshier residence 
With the evident intention of robbery. 
After completing their ghastly work the 
men ransacked the taking what 
valuables they could One of the 
men was a negro. 

About noon today, William Hands, a 
negro, was arrested at Scarboro. In his 
possession was found a blood-stained ra- 
zor marked with Moshier’s name, $40 in 
money, consisting chiefly of bills which 
were also stained with blood, and a 
watch. His hands and clothing were 
soiled and bloody. He admits having 
been at the Moshier farmhouse and says 
he left his companion in Portland. The 
story of the crime, as told by Mrs. 
Moshier, is as foHows: 

She and her son had eaten their sup- 
per when a knock was heard at the 
door. No attention was paid-to it as Mrs. 
Moshier thought the caller might be a 
man who formerly worked on the farm 
and who, it is said, left under somewhat 
unpleasant circumstances. 

Seon after the kitchen windows were 
forced in and two men, one a negr), 
jumped into the room. Moshter grappied 
with the white man and the negro knock- 
ed down the woman, striking a terrible 
blow on the head with a stick. She beg- 
ged for her life and after striking her 
again the negro went to the assistance 
of his comrade. 

Together they dragged Moshier into 
the front room. Mrs. Moshier fled to a 
room off the kitchen and hid in a closet. 
The noise soon ceased and the men went 
to the cellar for food. Mrs. Moshier then 
fled to the second floor,; where she was 
followed by the negro, who demanded 
money. She replied She had none, but 
told where she kept her few valuables. 

Shortly afterwards the negro rejoined 
his companion ant Mrs. Moshier heard 
them opening drawers and overturning 
furniture. After the men left the house 
she wrapped herself in a blanket and 
made her way to the home of Freeman 
Richardson, who lives a quarter of a mile 
distant. The police of this city were no- 
tified, and going to the farm, the body 
of Moshier was found in the parlor cov- 
ered with blood and with the heag heat- 
en almost to a jelly. 

In the house were found two heavy 
fence stakes, one'of which was matted 
with blood and hair.and had apparent- 
ly been used to kill Moshier. Everything 
of value was missing. Mrs. Moshier’s 
injuries, while serious, are not fatal.

Savannah, Ga., January 13.~(Spectal.)— 
Work will soon commence upon the new 
union passenger station on West Broad 
street in this city by the Union Station 
Company. This company {fs composed of 
Officials representing the Seaboard Air 
Line, the Plant system and the Southern 
railway, the Central of Georgia being 
the only railroad entering this city that 
is not to use the new station. The Cen- 
tral already has excellent passenger ter- 
minalg and would not consider the prop- 
osition that was made to combine with 
the other roads in a union station unless 
its own terminals, at reasonable compen- 
gation to the Central, were used for the 
puilding. 

W. W. Mackall, of counsel for the Sea- 
board Air Line and the originator of the 
depot plan and of that for the great Sea- 
board terminals established on Hutchin- 
son's Island across the river from Savan- 
nah, is president of the Union Station 
Company. F. 8. Gannon, third vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the South- 
ern, is vice president; Moultrie Lee, 
treasurer of the Plant system, is treas- 
urer of the Union Station Company; W. 
V. Davis is secretary, and T. 8. Tut- 
wiler, who is also chief engineer of the 
Plant system, is chief engineer. 

Some sixty houses stand upon the tract 
that is to be taken up by the building, 
and these will soon be advertised for sale 
and removal, preparatory to erecting the 
station in their stead. 

It will be at a cost of something like 
$300,000 that. the station, including the 
cost of the grounds, will be erected. The 
building is to be large and commodious, 
and the shed under which the trains will 
run will be 800 feet long. The tracks 
will enter the shed. 

Within three of four weeks advertise- 
ments fer bids on the station will be pub- 
lished, and it is expected that by August 
the work will have been completed.

Hill to Austin to notify the people that 
the second coming of the Son of Man 
is at hand and the great judgment is on 
and this year will be worst we have ever 
seen and next year will be worse. Build 
stormhouses and make boats. Let every- 
body read the third chapter of Acts, 20 
to 23d verses, and they will see that 
Christ must come through a prophet. Pe- 
ter says he shall send Jesus through a 
prophet the second time. This is some- 
thing the world has not noticed. Yours,

Charleston Is Anxious To Make It

city will be purchased by the government 
for a naval station site, the board hav- 
ing recommended the removal of the 
station from Port Royal to Charleston. 
The Chicora Park site has been recom- 
mended and thig will be used. In getting 
ground for the station the government 
will have to purchase a tract of land 
from W. W. Lawton, and it is possible 
that condemnation proceedings will be in- 
stituted to get at what the government 
considers a fair price for the property. 
According to the official report Mr. Law- 
ton has asked $90,000 for his property, and 
the board considers $200 per acre a fair 
compensation, and less than 100 acres

will be required. The property owned by 
Lawton was bought for something less 
than $10,000. 

The coming of the naval station will 
have a splendid effect on the negotiations 
of the city for the big water supply 
which will be brought here from the 
Edisto river, a distance of thirty miles. 
The city has been working on this 
scheme and there is a greater prospect 
of it being carried through since the an- 
nouncement is made that the naval sta- 
tion will be established at thig port. 

After going in great detail into the 
comparison between Port Royal and 
Charleston the board draws the fol- 


lowing conclusions: 

“In view of the foregoing presentation 
of facts, comparing the two sites for a 
naval station with respect to their sey- 
eral requisites, we have the honor to 
recommend that it is expedient to trans- 
fer the naval station now at Port Royal, 
South Carolina, to a point near Charles- 
ton, South Carolina; and we find the only 
available site near Charleston to be that 
on the west bank of the Cooper river, 
about six miles above the Charleston 
custom house, comprising a part of Chi- 
cora park, and of the land of Mr. W. bf 
Lawton, lying below Chicora park, an 
also if deemed advisable a part of the 
marsh land belonging to the state of 
South Carolina, which lies south of mtd 
ton’s land.

“We have no doubt that the scheme of 
bringing the North Edisto water will be 
speedily carried out. The board in its 
ourrenee with the mayor of Charleston 

as emphasized the importance of the 
question of quarantine, the regulations 
having been applied by Charleston in a 
manner which is unnecessarily restrictive 
to the freedom of the port by men of war 
and which might seriously impair the 
utility of a naval station at that point.

CEORCIAN HOME 
FROM KLONDIKE 


Uld Columbus Resident Returns 
After Absence of Many Years, 


HAS BEEN IN DAWSON CITY 


Johnson, of Muscogee County, Comes 
Home, Bringing Mementoes 
from the Alaskan Coun- 
try Which Attract 
Attention. 


Columbus, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
Jule I. Johnston, of Dawson City, Alaska, 
arrived in Columbus yesterday to visit the 
scenes Of his boyhood... uhis is the first 
visit Mr. Johnston has paid to this city 
for years. He was born and raised here 
and went West sixteen years ago. 

Mr. Johnston was one of the Dawson 
City pioneers, going with the first rush 
there with a stock of merchandise in June, 
1898. He opened up a store, staked out 
a few claims, and made money so rapidly 
that he decided to stay. 

Mr. Johnston talks interestingly about 
his experience in the arctic regions. He 
says Columbus is now having just about 
the same, if not warmer, weather that 
Dawson had during July and August last. 
At that time the citizens of Dawson ex- 
perienced a sharp frost every morning, 
and there were several snowfalls. At 
Dawson in the winter the thermometer 
doesn’t stop until it hovers about 70 be- 
low, and it is cold then, sure enough. 
When thé weather is that cold, it is not 
safe to expose a bit of the flesh to the 
air. A captain of the British Mounted 
Police took off his fur glove and his wool- 
en mit to light a cigar, and before he 
could strike his match he could not get 
his hand back into his glove. He hurried 
to his home and dipped his hand into 
water—ice cold, but much warmer than 
the frozen hand—and by that means saved 
himself from the loss of a member. Dven 
now the hand is drawn up so he cannot 
use it. 

Mr. Johnston had photographg of him- 
self taken in winter costume. He has on 
an immense coat of Arctic squirrel skin, 
lined with moose hide. This is a light 
coat, but one that is warm. Under this 
is warmer clothing than is ever seen in 
the south. Around his head is a fur 
cape, with a long fringe of fur to help 
protect his face from the freezing blasts. 
His hands are protected by enormous 
gauntlets of fur and underneath these are 
thick woolen gloves. On his feet and 
coming up well under the coat are huge 
boots made of fur and heavily padded. 
Mr. Johnston says that there is a mask 
with this also, but that he did not have 
it on when the picture was taken. With- 
out this equipment no man could dare go 
out into the weather. 

Dawson City, Mr. Johnston says, holds 
10,000 in the inaorporated limits, and about 
15,000 on the claims about town. It is 
right at the conjunction of the Klondike 
and the Yukon rivers, and at the place 
of the-old discoveries of two years ago. It 
is a thriving business town, and the mer- 
chants are doing a large business. There 
are three main business streets, laid off 
and graded¢é with stores along them. 
Photographs of the town show it to be a 
lively place, there being any quantity of 
stores there. 

The photographs show no women, how- 
ever. Mr. Johnston states that there is 
nothing of a social nature, every man 
‘batching’ it for himself. 

Dawson is a queer place as regards 
night and day. From May until August 
the sky is light all of the time. For a pe- 
riod of the time the sun stands still in one 
spot in the heavens for twenty-four hours. 
Then this luminary begins circling around 


in ever widening circles until it gets to. 


the horizon. At the time of the equi- 
nox they have days of six hours each, 
and then the sun begins to hug the hori- 
zon more closely until Movember, when 
it barely looks over the hills. In. the 
latter part of this month the sun forgets 
to look over, and at the winter solstice 
it is as dark as Egypt—unless there be 
a moon. During these irregular days, 
Mr. Johnston says, the people go ahead 
and work awhile and then sleep awhile 
and get up and work some more. 

Mr. Johnston went to Dawson with a 
lot of merchandise, but as he fs an ex- 
perienced miner, he has not allowed his 
two-vear stay to go by without gather- 
ing some of. the yellow metal. He has a 
ten-dollar nugget as a scarfpin and a 
twenty-dollar one as a watch chain, and 
has a way of taking one out of his pock- 
et of about the same value in the most 
easual manner, and stating that it is one 
that he picked up. 

Mr. Johnston’has eleven claims ifn al! 
in the Alaska country. Some of them 
fare in the Klondike country, along the 
tributary creeks or ‘“‘pups,’’ as they are 
called there. One of them {fs on the tun- 
dra at Nome, 2,200 miles from Dawson, 
but it is one he hopes to strike a pile at. 
Out of the eleven but one is being work- 
ed. and that has paid him nicely. It ts 
on the Bonanza creek. All the other 
claims on this creek and, on the others 
that empty into the Klondike, even up 
to the top of the hills around, have been 
taken up. 

The mining done is rather peculiar. Al: 
of the dirt is taken out during the win- 
ter and is piled up in a dump to await 
summer. The only way to loosen it is to 
build a fire upon it and let it thaw out— 
the earth there being frozen for the depth 
of at least 300 feet, and they haven't 
gone any deeper. They can’t wait until 
summer to do this. as the ground thaws 
for about a foot and is liable to precipl- 
tate large rocks wpon the heads of the 
miners. In the summer, when water is 
running, they wash out the pay dirt ina 
sluice box, collect the dust and reap the 
reward of a long winter’s work. 

When Mr. Johnston came to the states 
he and two other men brought $125,000 in 
dust, the result of their clean up for the 
summer. This wag placed in a steel chest, 
the whole being so heavy that it re- 
quired four men to move it. This chest 
Was guarded all the time by one of the 
party, one being seated all the time on the 
chest with a big six-shooter handy. Mr. 
Johnston’s share of this was 454.60 
ounces. This was the weight of the gold 
as it came from the sluice boxes, and the 
gold alone was worth, according to the 
assayer’s report at Seattle, $6,999.50. The 
silver mixed with it brought the value 
over $7,000 and paid the assayer’s ex- 
penses. And Mr. Johnston states that 
that was just some of his dust. He has 
more at Dawson and has a sack along 


\with him, 


Dust is almost the entire currency in 


that country. Everybody has a pair of | 


scales and when you go buy 4 cigar and 
a drink you weigh out a sixteenth of an 
ounce of gold from your buckskin bag. 
In that country both a drink and a cigar 
cost 30 cents apiece and gold is accepted 
at $16 to the ounce. 

In speaking of prices, comparing them 
to home prices, Mr. Johnston said that 
they are enormous.

BIG ARMY MEASURE 
T0 OCCUPY SENATE 


Bill May Be Acted Upon by the Middle 
of the Week. 


MUCH DEBATE YET TO COME 


Speech of Senator Platt Will Call for 
Number of Replies. 


RIVER-HARBOR BILL IN THE HOUSE 


Measure Will Be Passed in Spite of 
the Bitter Attacks 
Made on It. 


Washington, January 13.—The army re- 
organization bill will continue to engage 
the attention of the senate at least dur- 
ing the first days of the present week. The 
opinion is quite generally expressed among 
senators that the bill will be acted upon 


by the middle of the week, and even the 
critics of the measure join in this pre- 
diction. Many phases of the question in- 
volved in the army bill remain to be 
considered, and the general understanding 
is that there will still be no little discus- 
sion before the bill can be disposed of. 
The speech of Senator Platt, of Connecti- 
cut, last Friday in defense of the bill 
on general principles will call for replies, 
and there are also special features which 
will require more or less attention. Among 
these are Senator Daniel’s amendment 
concerning the appointment of volun- 
teers to offices in the regular army: the 
question of the disposition of the offi- 
cers who have held staff positions, and 
the provision for the enlistment of Fili- 
pinos in the American army. The dispos- 
al of all these questions undoubtedly will 
fill the first two or three days of the 
week. 
To Call Up Appropriation Bill. 

Senator Allison intends to call up the 
legislative, executive and judicial appro- 
priation bill when the army bill is acted 
upon, but whether this and other appro- 
priation bills to follow it shall occupy 
the exclusive attention of the senate so 
long as they are on the calendar, is a 
question which has not yet been abso- 
lutely determined. The present indica- 
tions are, however, that the agpropria- 
tion bills will be considered in advance of 
all other measures whenever they are be- 
fore the senate. 

When there are no appropriation bills 
to be taken up, the ship subsidy 
will be discussed. There are still numer- 
ous speeches to be made upon this meas- 
ure, and already there is talk of night 
sessions for consideration when it is tak- 
en up. 

There is little in the legislative bill 
to arouse discussion, but there is a prob- 


dy bill may use the appropriation bill for 
the purpose of delay.

A programme of miscellaneous matter 
will occupy the attention of the house 
during the coming week.

Although. the 
bill was criticised very severely during 
the debate last week, it is in no danger 
of failure. Most of the attacks came 
from members who were disappointed in 
what the bill grants to their localities, 
and the actual opponents of the measure 
will be overwhelmed when the final vote 
is reached. The District of Columbia 
committee, which, under the rules, would 
be entitled to tomorrow, will demand a 
day later in the week if they give way 
to the river and harbor bill tomorrow. Af- 
ter the latter bill is disposed of, the bill 
to revise and codify the postal laws will 
be taken up under the special order. It 
will be followed by the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill, and. the latter in 
turn by the postoffice appropriation bill, 
if there is any remaining time.

The Sabine 
and East Texas railroad, which runs 
within about 49% yards of the well, has 
been running passenger trains to and 
from the well every two hours since 9 
o'clock this morning, every train of five 
coaches having been crowded with peo- 
ple. 

James Garritt, of Corsicana, a banker 
and prominent oil man of that place, 
saw the well today. He said it was per- 
haps the largest flow of oil in existence. 

It is understood that a large sum o?

flow of the well. The amount of oil tna: 
is going to waste is enormous. The well 
has been flowing three days and it is 
estimated that 60,000 barrels of oil is 
on the prairie.

MURDERERS OF AMERICANS 


Evidence Shows That Those Sen- 
tenced Have Been Guilty of 
Many Crimes—Prado and 
Band of Outlaw Among 
Condemned, 


Washington, January 13.—Copies of gen- 


eral orders from the Philippines received 
here show that a large number of na- 
tive Filipinos have been convicted for 
murder and other crimes and sentenced 
to be hanged or long terms of imprison- 
ment. In one case the accused belonged 
to an organized band which, under the 
name of “Guardia de Honor,” nad for its 
declared object the murder of peaceful 
and unoffending victims, if found neces- 
gary, to gratify either a desire for re- 
venge or a feeling of envy against the 
rich. ‘These inhuman methods,” says 
Genveral MacArthur, “remove all the par- 
ticipants, whether chief, or willing fol- 
lewer of the bands, from the pale of the 
law and place them among that class of 
cowardly and secret assassins which all 
civilized men the world over hold to be 
enemies of mankind.” 

A native named Vincente Prado estab- 
lished a camp in a strong position dif- 
ficult of access in the mountainous dis- 
tricts near Rosarto, in Union province. 
There he entrenched his camp and erected 
buildings for a band of armed outlaws 
which he gathered about him. Recently 
two Americans were taken into the camp 
as prisoners and for no assigned reason 
other than that ‘‘they were enemies’’ they 
were ordered to instant death. Shortly 
afterwards two Iggorrotes, a man and a 
woman, were taken before Prado and 
charged with being American spies. With- 
out any attempt at proof of or form of 
trial, they were ordered to be immediately 
executed. In both instances Prado per- 
sonally witnessed the bloody execution 
of-his orders by members of his outlaw 
band, who used their bolos on the de- 
fenseless prisoners. 

On another occasion, Prado ordered his 
band to attack and burn the pueblo of 
San Jacinto and to arrest, and, “if he re~- 
sisted, kill’ the presidente of Rosario. 
In pursuance of these orders, the presi- 
dente of Rosario and his son were killed 
and 103 houses destroyed by fire. Prado 
and his chief outlaw assistants were sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 

Another native sentenced to be hanged 
was Pedro Lachita. This man was one 


_of a band of natives who, representing 


themselves to be policemen, entered at 
*Mezht time several houses, and by threats 
and use of firearms induced the natives 
to come out and surrender. They then 
tied the arms of the men behind their 


backs and beat them with bolos and rob- 
bed the houses of money, jewelry and 
other valuables.

FIGHTING FILIPINO REBEIS. 


General. Grant Tells of Encounters 
with Several Detachments. 
Manila, January 13.—General Grant, who 
is endeavoring to finish the latest insur- 
rection in his district, and who is person- 
ally commanding his scouts at the south 
err end, reported to day that he rad en 
countered a number of bands south of 
Buloc mountain, all ef which retired up 
the hills. He says that a hundred of the 
enemy who were well entrenched made 
considerable resistance, but were ulti- 
mately driven from their position. Four 
todies of insurgents were found. The 
American casualties were a sergeant and 
one private of troop A, Philippine cavalry, 

wounded. 

In the opinion of General Grant his dis- 
trict is now fairly pacified, with the ex- 
cepticn of the locality south of BRuloc 
mountain, and the provirice of Pamapan- 
ga is ready for civil government. It is 
expected Pamapanga will: be the first 
province to which provincial government 
will be applied. 

Lieutenant Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, 
of the Fourth United States infantry, yes- 
terday destroyed an insurgent arsenal in 
the Patungan district, seizing a quantity 
of arms and ammunition, together with a 
printing press and other material. 


OFFICER FOUGHT ROBBERS. 


Singlehanded, Goss Prevented the 
Looting of a Bank. 
Cumberland, Md., January 13.—Officer 
Charles V. Goss, of the city police force, 
surprised a gang of mei attempting to 
rob the German Savings bank at an early 
hour this morning. He engaged in a sin- 
gle-handed battle with three of the men, 
who were already in the bank and one 
acting as sentinel on the corner. Goss 
is sure he hit two as they came out of 
the bank door. All shot back without 
effect and made their escape, terrorizing 
the few persons they met on the way by 

indiscriminate firing. 

They probably numbered six persons, 
armed with winchester shotguns and 
large revolvers. They shot at the opera- 
tor at the West Virginia railroad station.

AS THE REBELS ADVANCE 


Kingston, Jam., January 13.—The British 
steamer Texan, Captain Lund, which ar- 
rived here today from Colon, Colombia, 
reports that when she left Colon terror 
reigned among the inhabitants around 
Panama in consequence of another rebel 
g@escent upon the city. Heavy fighting be- 
gan outside of Panama January 10th and 
continued throughout January llth, when 
the rebels were making a desperate at- 
tempt to get within the city. The govern- 
ment troops were strongly contesting the 
‘advance of the insurgents when the Texan 
left. 

Captain Lund says the losses on both 
sides had been considerable, though with- 
out advantage either way. The rebels 
had been largely re-enforced and were 
well stocked with supplies. Two British

warships had arrived at Panama and an 
American crulser was momentarily ex- 
pected. 

It appears also, according to reports 
brought by the Texan, that business in 
Colombia is at a standstill everywhere, 
with a general enforcement of martial 
law, and that the people are becoming 
disgusted with the government owing 
to its failure to crush the rebellion. The 
fighting is now over a wide field and the 
rebels have become more stubborn than 
ever. 


A dispatch to the Associated Press from 
Colon, dated January llth, said that the 
few rebels who were outside the town of 
Panama had been driven back to the bush 
by the government troops,.and added that 
there was no extensive revolutionary 
movement.

Barring Out the Blacks. 

Recently The Constitution felt called 
upon to answer The Bangor (Maine) 
News, which claimed that the blacks 
in the south did not have the rights 
accorded them in the north. with the 
suggestion to test the question. There 
Were negroes in Atlanta who might 
possibly be tired of this treatment. The 
people of Bangor were at perfect lib- 
erty to offer them the better treatment 
suggested, and see how many would 
accept the invitation. 

Of course all falk abroad about giv- 
ing better treatment to the negrocs 
is the merest beuncomb, intended to 
serve political purpose. Southern ne- 
groes were shot to death for seeking 
honest work in Illinois, and the act 
was approved by the republican gov- 
ernor. Even in Boston there is no 
celerity about giving work to the black 
man, whose woes are so fruitfully dis- 
cussed by the “aurties.”’ An incident 
in Jersey City, of current date, shows 
that northern prejudice against the ne- 
gro has even invaded the church. The 
evangelical preachers got together in 
Jersey City to make a campaign 
against crime. The colored preachers. 
innocently supposing that they could 
help in this good work, attended, The 
local report tells the rest: 

The Rev. R. A. Motley, pastor of the 
Salem Baptist church of Union street, a 
society of colored folk, attended the 
meeting of the Federation of Churches 
Council in the Emory ‘treet church on 
Wednesday night. He was not invited 
to take any part, and toward the close 
of the meeting he asked the Rev. Dr. 
(haarles Herr, the president of the coun- 
cil, if the colored churches were to be in 
the movement. 

“The council took tke colored church 
question into consideration,’’ said Dr. 
Herr, “and we saw no practical way out 
of the matter. Objection was made to 
having the colored women call on the 
white women, and we gave up the idea.”’ 

“T have worked for twenty-four years 
in this one field,”’ said Mr. Motley, ‘‘and 
not infrequently have been called jn to 
pray for white persons who were d¥ing, I 
never heard of objecti@ms to my minis- 
trations, and can see no reason why col- 
ored people should be cut out of the 
work. Have vou made any provision for 
getting statistics of the colored people?’ 

Dr, Herr said no such provision had 
been made by the council.

Dr. Herr asked Mr. Motley if he had 
any suggestion to make. The _ colored 
preacher said he had not and Dr. Herr 
called the next order of business. Pastor 
Motley left the church, evidently dis- 
pleased, and said to a reporter that all 
Christians were entitled to the same re- 
spect and consideration. 

“Tt did not seem fair,’’ he said, “‘to cut 
the colored churches off entirely, but 
they would not ask again to be admitted 
to the movement.”’ 

Dr. Herr said to a reporter the council 
had found strong opposition to any co- 
operation with the colored churcheg 
which would require the calling of col- 
ores pastors and women on white fami- 
ies. 

There is an evangelical association 
in Atlanta, the members of which are 
as ardent for the integrity of the white 
race as can be the preachers of Jersey 
City, but we venture to say that in the 
work of driving vice out of the city 
the aid of the colored clergymen would 
not be refused.

PHYSICAL CULTURE AS AN 
ESSENTIAL FOR WOMEN 


By THEODORE TOEPEL, M.D. 

It is becoming generally acknowledged 
that bodily exercises are just as impor- 
tant for girls and women as for boys 
and men. Most schools and colleges for 
girls and young ladies have made physl- 
cal culture an obligatory branch in their 
curriculum, many of the young ladies 
being found continuing the exercises af- 
ter leaving college. Out door exercise Is 
also growing in favor with women,. men 
having some worthy competitors among 
theminlawntennis, golf, croquette, swim- 
ming and rowing. Other out-door exer- 
cises are largely indulged in by the 
female sex. Basket ball is a favorite 
game at a woman’s gymnasium, and 
fencing, which is one of the most grace- 
ful exercises of the antagonistic kind, 
has many eonthusiastic admirers and fol- 
lowers among women. 

The difference in exercises suitable for 
women and those for men consists chiefly 
in emphasizing less the importance of the 
development of strength in the female 
sex. One will notice that in a well con- 
ducted gymnasium for girls and women 
the exercises for the development of 
grace and hygiene dominate, but this 
does not necessitate the complete omis- 
sion of exercises for the development of 
strength and endurance. The supporters 
of the old fashioned idea that it is un- 
aesthetic for a girl to take physical ex- 
ercise in the form of indoor or. outdoor 
gymnastics, bicycling or skating, etc., 
have diminished to a small minority, in 
opposition to a large majority consisting 
of physicians and educators, who are 
favoring physical exercise for the female 
$ex., 

What exercises are most essential fn 
regard to their effect upon the general 
health isanimportant question to decinde. 
The effect of various kinds of bodily ex- 
ercises upon the muscles, bones and 
joints, upon the circulatory and respi- 
ratory organs, upon the digestive and 
secretory organs and upon the nervous 
system, is in both sexes the same. But 
special attention should be paid to ex- 
ercises that benefit the heart and lungs. 
From early youth do girls lead a more 
sedentary life than boys. This is readily 
seen when observing the manner in 


which girls and boys employ their time 
in play when npt confined in the school 


room. The girl is content to sit quietly 
for hours and play with her dolls, while 
the boy seeks his amusement in gallon- 
ing about on his hobby horse or running 
a@ race with his fellow playmates. And 
in the play grounds at school one notices 
the same inactivity on the part of the 
girls, who idly sit or stand about while 
the boys play leap frog and other games 
requiring healthful muscular action. As 
our boys and girls grow older, so will 
the difference of their occupations be 
more distinct. The girl now takes up 
music, painting, ete., in addition to her 
other mental training and handiwork. 

A lack of bodily exercise is the main 


reason why, in the female sex, the heart 


and the respiratory organs are so poorly 
developed. Another reason which is just 
as important as the first one may be 
found in the unsuitable clothing. Long 
skirts are, to a largé degree, interfering 
with quick and energetic movements of 
the lower extremities. The pressure of 
the corset or tight fitting waist upon the 
lower portion of the thorax and the 
upper portion of the abdomen diminishes 
largely the expansion of the thorax and 
interferes with the function of the dla- 
phragm and the lungs, thereby making 
respiration difficult. This compression 
also interferes with the circulation of the 
blood and the function of the heart. 
Tight clothing permits only a limited res- 
piration, and the blood is consequently 
minus the necessary amount of oxygen. 
The weakened heart pumps the blood 
through the arteries and veins at a 
slow rate, absorption is being retarded, 
and a great many little ailments arise 
which make life a burden instead of a 
pleasure to many of our chlorotic young 
girls and women. It becomes, therefore, 
of the utmost importance that the heart 
and lungs should be strengthened, and 
this will be easily accomplished if, in a 
suitable costume, in a well ventilated 
rdom, or, still better, in the open air, 
exercises of endurance and speed are 
practiced. 

A young lady, having left school, should 
not devote her entire time to music, art 
and literature, but should continue to 
exercise her muscles, provided she has 
been fortunate enough to attend a school 
where physical education was compul- 
sory; she should spend a great deal of 
her time in the open air and indulge in 
exercises that require agility and endur- 
ance, thereby. giving the lungs the meeded 
expansion and the blood the necessary 
oxygen. Those who cannot partake in 
outdoor exercises should join a gym- 
nasium, where, with systematic exercise, 
they may keep their bodies healthy and 
their minds sound,

GOVERNOR WEREAT WAS 


A WORTHY EXECUTIVE 


By CHARLES EDGEWORTH JONES / 


Tv peripatetically constituted the 
patriot goverrmental heads of the 
beleaguered commonwealth, under the 
revolutionary regime, are most imper- 
fect. 


Hon, John Wereat, who presided over 
its destinies during the latter pam of that 
distracting crisis, was born, as I under~ 
stand, about 1730, in a locality the where- 
dbouts.of which has not been even ap- 
proximately determined. As he was, how~ 
ever, evidently a lawyer by profession, 
I am of the opinion that England may 
have furnished the scene of his nativity. 

Mr. Wereat was an early and decided 
advocate of colonial rights: the first re- 
corded mention of him which occurs in 
Georgia’s annals being associated with 
eventful 1775. In July of that year. his 
American sympathies found unqualified 
expression through his selection as a 
member of the memorable provincial con- 
géress, which was then convoked at Sa- 
vannah. Of that historic conclave when 
reassembled in the ensuing January, he 
had the honor of being the speaker; his 


undaunted patriotism being signally ex-* 


emplified in his uncompromising conduct 
throughout the revolution. 

In the capture of Savannah by the Brit- 
ish under Coloiel Archibald Campbell late 
in December, 1778, a calamitous blow was 
sustained by the sons of liberty. Coinci- 
dently with the passing of their beloved 
metropolis into alien hands, occurred the 
Summary adjournment of the house of 
assembly, or the republican legislative 
gathering of the commonwealth. So sud- 
den, indeed, was the dissolution of that 
body that no provision whatever was 
made for the appointment of a patriot 
executive for the ensuing year. At that 
time Mr. Wereat held the responsible po- 
sition of president of the supreme execu- 
tive couficil of Georgia. In this capacity 
he sturdily officiated, continuing in oper- 
ation the functions of the embattled and 
tottering government until November, 
1779, when Colonel George Walton as- 
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HE biographical records of those | 
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@umed the administrative reins. Thus 
did he, for a space of nine months, 6x- 
ercise the prerogative of de facto chief 
magistrate of the nascent state 

In 1781 Mr. Wereat was elevated to the 
station of chief justice of the common- 
wealth, In the sequent year his earnest 
efforts were expended with a view to the 
alleviation of the wants of the suffering 
population west of Augusta. To this end 
he freely utilized, for a considerable pe 
riod, his negroes and boats in carrying 
rice and other articles of food up the 
river to the famishing inhabitants, 

When we first hear of Judge Wereat he 
was identified as a citizen with the parish 
of St. Andrew. That, in connection with — 
its unflinching sister parishes of St. John 
and St. James, subsequently constituted 
the historic county of Liberty. Upon the 
conclusion of the revolutionary struggle, 
however, he decided to transfer his resi- 
dence to Richmond county. Amid his 
new surroundings, his popularity was 
soon established; his political prominence 
being likewise accentuated. In December, 
1787, he represented his county in the ca- 
pacity pf a delegate to the convention, 
at Augusta, which was specially charged 
with the ratification of the federal con- 
stitution. ‘ 

Over that interesting conclave Judge 
Wereat had the honor of presiding; and, 
as its supervisory head, it was his privi- 
lege, on the 2d of the sequent January, 
to witness the unqualified adoption, by the 
commonwealth, of the national document, 
and the adding of a fourth link to the sis- 
terhood chain of the American union. 

Several years later, or about 1794, Judge 
Wereat, his longing for the low tountry 
returning, resolved to remove once more 
to that quarter. Accordingly, he located 
in Bryan county, in southern Georgia, ami 
when, in 1798, he breathed his last, an 
early and most ardent champion of Hber- 
ty and one whose remarkable financial 
talents had been untiringly and usefully 
exerted/in behalf of his admiring people, 
was forever withdrawn.

public announcement of a project 
which he sald had been very close to his 
heart for some time, ard which has now 
assumed definite shape. He proposes to 
establish in Atlanta a college for boys 
under the management of the Society of 
the Marists, and suggests that by prompt 
action the school can be formally opened 
on the ist of September. 
A lot about 75 feet by 200, adjoining the 
present church property, has been purf- 
chased, and it is now practically certain 
that the people of the parish wiil accept 
the proposition made by Father Gunn in 
behalf of the Society of the Marists and 
erect on tke property a school building, 
thoroughly equipped with all modern 
school furnituré. 1f this is done the s0- 
 clety will supply a full corps of profes- 
sors to take cherge whenever the school 
is teady to open. . 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 

morning, Father Gunn said: 
Father Gunn Talks. 

“Por some time past the Marist fathers 
heve been trying to establish a boys’ 
school in Atlanta, realizing its necessity. 
and in answer to the just and reasonabls 
demands of the people. With this end in 
wiew we rurchased last summer a lot ad- 
joining our present property, large enough 
and central enough to afford schoo] fa- 
cilities for the city. 

“When the lot was purchased the pro- 

vincial of the order. Rev. Father Renau- 
Her, offered to furnish a full corps of 
teachers at any time ard in sufficient 
numbers to meet the demands of any sizé 
schoo! that might be established. The pcs- 
sibility of having such a school in the fall 
is being considered, and I believe the Cath- 
olics of Atlanta are willing and anxious 
for such an institution. The ground has 
already been secured, the professors will 
‘be furnished when needed, and all the 
Catholics of the city are asked to do is to 
erect and equip a school building. No boy 
of the proper age will be denied admit- 
tance to the school if it is built, and all 
will be welcome to share its benefits, Jew 
and Gentile, gnostic and agnostic. The 
Marists are a teaching order, and the men 
to be placed in charge of the schoo! will 
be thoroughly efficient and well qualified 
ir. every way for their work.” 

Fo#OWog this announcement, the pas- 
tor delivered a forceful sermon on the ne- 
cessity for religious instruction. He said 
in part: 

“TInless the heart is trained as well a3 
the intellect there cannot be a well round- 
ed characte>. Unless the conscience 1S 
trained with the understanding we can- 
not have a perfect man. The soul of man 
finds expression through two channels— 
the understanding and the will, the un- 
derstanding seeking truth and the will 
tending toward virtue. If we train only 
the understanding, however, we deveiop 
but one faculty and make a one-sided 
character. Knowledge is a guocd thing 
but knowledge alone will not make a 
g0od man or a good citizen. Knowledge 
may make a smart man, a brilliant man, 
an intellectual man; but he may be at the 
same time a very bad man. Khowledge 
alone does not suffice. It develops but 
one element in the soul, leaving the 
rreater and better part of m@én un- 
trained. The bird does not fiy with oné 
wing, but it is the use of both that er- 
abjes it to lift itself and float in the air 
at pleasure. 

“Our modern system of education in: 
strvets but does not educate. Note the 
difference between instruction and educa- 
lion. If a man possessed only intellect, 
then the highest perfection of the intelli- 
gence should be the supreme aim of edu- 
cation. Man, however,: has a moral na- 
ture as well as intelligence, and the only 
means of reaching the higher nature is 
by means of religious instruction. 

‘“‘Morality must be imbibed in the school 
together wita knowledge of text books. It 
must be taught our young men and young 
women if they are to develop as good and 
useful citizens, and the only morality that 
develops a man and preserves hiin pure 

and trye is the morality preached by 


Christ Himself and taught in His church. j 


The world is seeking to make philosophy 
and laws and ethics take the place of re- 
ligion, bu® the principles of Christianity 
are eternal.”

PETITION «MAY BE FILED 


Indications Point to an Effort To 
Apply at Once the Suggestion 
To Limit Franchises to 
a Terfh of Twenty-one 
Years. 


The city council committee on electric 
lights is scheduled to meet this after- 
noon for the consideration of the petition 
of the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany for an electric lighting franchise. 
Representatives of both the Railway and 
Power Company and the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company will be present, it is 
said, and the indications point to the in- 
auguration of a fight against the grant- 
ing of the petition. 

The feature of the fight promises to be 
an effort to force the company to pay 
for the franchise, if it is granted. It has 
been stated by a prominent councilman 
that he intends to wage a vigorous fight 
to compel the Rapid Transit Company to 
pay for its franchises and in such a case 
it is probable that the fight on the rall- 
way and power company will be just as 
vigorous, 

It is understood that an effort will also 
be made to limit the length of all of 
the franchises to twenty-one years, If 
the committees demand pay for the 
grants and also include the twenty-one 
year clause, the effect will be that from 
the time the franchises are accepted 
until the expiration of the twenty-one 
years, the companies will have to pay 


according to the plan proposed, 5 per 


cent of the gross receipts accruing from 
the franchises. 

The indications point to the granting 
of the franchises, unless the committees 
sustain a wide split over the two above 
mentioned clauses. 

Thé committee on electric railways will 
meet tomorrow afternoon. 

The tax committee of the city council 
will meet this afternoon for the purpose 
of acting upon a large number of free 
licenses and other petitions, that will be 
presented for its consideration. The time 
of the meeting was originally named as 
$ o'clock, but owing to the immense. 
amount of business to come before the 
committee, the hour has been changed to 
2 o’clock. 

The feature connected with the tax 
committee that is attracting the great- 
est amount of interest is the election of 
the recorder’s court clerk and the clerks 
for the city tax assessor, but it is prob- 
able that these elections will not be held, 
until a future meeting.

SHE WALKS 


_ FIFTY MILES TO SEE HER SON 


One of the most pathetic cases with 
which the police have had to deal for 
many months was brought to their attgn- 
tion yesterday. About 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon an elderly woman, accom- 
panied by a woman much younger than 
herself, walked into the police station 
and timidly asked the sergeant in charge 
to give her assistance. When questioned 
the story they told was one of extreme 
sadness and one of the most remarkable 
that has been heard in police circles in 
many _ days. 

The elder woman gave her name 4s 
Mrs. Eliza Hughes and the younger wo- 
man Mrs. Ella Calloway. They made 
the astonishing statement that they had 
walked mill the way to Atlanta frong 
Temple, Ga., a little station fifty miles 
from this city. And all because the son 
of the older woman was in trouble and 
was locked behind the bars of the Tower. 

Last Saturday afternoon Henry 
Hughes, a young country boy twenty 
four years of age, was arrested on the 
charge of passing counterfeit money. He 
was fbrought to Atlanta Monday and 
lodged in the Tower to awalt trial. In a 


|jittle country cottage about three miles 


from Temple the boy had left a gorrow- 
ing mother and qa cousin, the younger 
woman. These three persons resided to- 
gether and young Hughes was the only 
support of the family. 

The boy had been away from his 
mother but very little and the separation 
and the thought that he was in jail was 
a@ terrible strain on her. On Wednesday 
she could stand the strain no longer and 
with her niece, who volunteered to ac- 
company her, she started on the journey 
to Atlanta. They had no money and the 
journey was made afoot. 

All day Thursday these two lonely wo- 
men tramped through the rain and cold, 
and aithough they were weary from 
much walking and the chilling rain 


drenched them, they did not falter. The 
vision of that only boy locked in a dis- 
3mal prison cell was ever before the two

stout-hearted women and they trudged 
bravely on to their destination. 
Friday they stopped at the home of a 


Mr. Martin, about three miles across the, 


Chattahoochee river and yesterday morn- 
ing they resumed their journey. arriving 
‘here late in the afterngon. 

This strange story awakened the sym- 
pathy of the officers and they provided 
for the two tired women by giving them 
a@ room on the second floor of the station. 
They were seen there last night by a 
Constitutign reporter, to whom they re- 
iterated their sad story. 

It required only one glance to convince 
on® that the women were plain countrg 
people and that they were totally unac- 
quainted with courts and city ways. The 
elder woman did not even know her ex- 
act age. But she was a mother and in 
speaking of her boy she broke down and 
cried. When questioned she said: 

‘“T don’t know what to do. Oh, if I 
can only get my boy out. I know he is 
innocent. Since he has been in jajl the 
man we rent from has been threatening 
us and we have no protection. I wanted 
to get away from him. My boy worked 
for bim and he gave Henry the money 
they say is counterfeit. -Henry had jusf 
gone to buy us something to pat when 
they arrested him. Oh, I now he 
wouldn’t have done anything wrong. His 
father died when he was only one month 
old and I have tried to raise him right. 
He is a good boy,” 

“How do you expect to get him out of 
jail?” was asked. 

“I don’t know.’’ was the answer, ‘‘é 
thought I might find someone here who 
would help me. I haven't seen him ye#, 
but I want to see him in the morning. 
There won’t be any harm in that, wil] 
there?’ 

She was assured there would be none. 
The two women expressed the intention 
of walking back to‘their home today, but 
they were persuaded not to attempt this. 
but to remain at the police station until 
money could be raised to pay their rail- 
road fare. This is a most deserving case 
for charity and those who wish to assigt 
the women can do so by leaving money 
with Turnkey Coogler or some other offi-

Each can- 
didate claimed six votes out of the eleven 
that will decide the contest. Mr. Col- 
ville was not known to be in the race 
until the last day or two, but he ac- 
cepted the suggestions of many friends 
and has gone into it with spirit. All in- 
dications are that the race will be a 
close one, the friends of both feeling con- 
fident last night. 

Fight on for Messenger. 

Another interesting race before the elec- 
tors is that for messenger to carry the 
official vote to Washington. Mr. J. R. 
Phillips, chairman of the democratic ex- 
ecutive committee of Jefferson county, 
came up from Louisville yesterday morn- 
ing and was early on the field. Colonel 


W. T. Revill came up later in the day 
from Greenville, and put in some good 
work among the electors. 

Friends of Mr. Phillips stated last night 
that there was no doubt of his election 
to the position. They said he had six 
votes absolutely, while the remaining 
seven seem to be divided among the va- 
rious other candidates, several for Colo- 
nel Revill and one each perhaps for 
Greer, of Macon; Patterson, of Griffin, 
and Houser, of Fort Valley.

“IT had rather vote for Bryan defeated 
than to have had him elected on a plat- 
form filled with subterfuge. The prin- 
ciples on which Mr. Bryau made the race 
were clean, forceful and honest, and I 
expect to live to see the day when they 
will be triumphant. I feel that the party's 
stand on the money question, as on all 
others, was right, and I believe it will yet 
be so demonstrated.

Three Daring Robberies Committed 
Last Night in City.

Messenger Boy, Jesse Nash, Arrested 
and Admits His Guilt.

Two Unsuccessful Efforts Were 
Made To Forte Open a Resi- 
dence on Rawson Street. 


Burglars were abroad in Atlanta last 
right. An attempt was made to burglar- 
ize the store of William J. Hogan, 72

The would-be burglar, however, was 
scared away by the screams of a lady, 
next door. 

Shortly after midnight Officer Doyal 
was called to 199 Rawson street.

Nineteen years old, five feet eleven inch- 
es tall, one hundred and forty-five pounds 
weight; black, wavy hair. heavy beardea 
for one of his age; close shaven and hada 
no vices; wears number 7 hat, number { 
shoes, walks erect and his face full, sear 
On face and on forehead righ under hair. 
No additional information js necessary.

No Clew for Detectives. 

The police and detective forces have as 
yet unearthed no clew that would lead to 
the ascertaining of the whereabouts of 
the missing student. Chief Manly stated 
that the city had been thoroughly search- 
ed, but not the slightest trace of the 
missing youth had been discovered. 

“Every place in the city, where a man 
might be kept in seclusion,’’ said the 
chief, ‘has been thoroughly searched, but 
not the slightest clew has been obtained. 
We will continue to keep a watchout, 
however. I'have sent out circulars con- 
taining a photograph and description of 
the missing boy to all the police de- 
partments in the United States and every 
effort has been used to locate him.” 

Chief Manly does not take to the idea 
that Frazier has been kidnaped, but Is of 
the opinion that he has simply run away. 
He says, however, that he has been 
working on both theories. He regards 
the kidnaping theory as very flimsy. He 
states that he believes the boy will show 
up at hig home shortly. 

The chief states that the police and 
detective departments have never been 
asked to locate the missing youth and he 
Says this is rather remarkable. “The 
brother of Frazer has been here for 
severa] days,”’ said hé, “and even brought 
the sheriff of his home county here, but 
he has never appeared at the police sta- 
tion and asked our assistance. But not- 
withstanding that fact, we went to work 
on the case and have used every en- 
deavor to locate the boy.”’

Florence, Colo., January 13.—At a mass 
meeting of coal miners at Fremont count- 
ty this afternoon called on the strength 
of a telegram sent by President Mitchell, 
of the National United Mine Workers’ 
Union of America, to District President 
Johnson Freer, it’ was decided to inau- 
gurate a sympathetic strike for no other 
purpose than to aid the miners of Gallup 
and Erie. Tomorrow morning the miners 
will go to their work, but only for the 
purpose of loading out such coal as is ly- 
ing loose in their places of work and also 
to pillar up their rooms so that if the 
mines shall be idle for some time, they 
will be in good condition when work shall 
be resumed. There are 1,500 men work- 
ing in the Fremont county fields, and it 
is their determination to lay aside their 
labors until such concessions are made by 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company to 
their fellow workmen as will be satisfac- 
tory to them.

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EORGE LYNCH, journalist and 
(G celebrated war correspondent, fresh 
from the scene of recent hostilities 
fin China, is in Atlanta. Mr. Lynch ar- 
‘tived tm’ Atianta Saturday  miorning, 
‘coming straight through from San Fran- 
cisco. He will remain in Atlanta for 
Several days, at the expiration of 
which time be will go to New York and 
thence sail for England. 

Georgé Lynch is one of the best known 
jof, European war correspondents. His 
Teputation as a chronicler of stirring 
events is international. During the past 
‘three years he has witnessed scenes of 
- bloodshe@ in various lands and has been 
jen eye-witness of\all there was to be 
seen in the three war dramas that mark- 
Led the close of the nineteenth century. 

first work of importance was done in 
Cuba. He arrived before actual hostili- 
‘ties had begun and remained to see the 
triumph of American arms. During the 
Cuban campaign he was always at the 
front and his articles and photographs 
attracted widespread attention through- 
out Europe. Mr. Lynch was a close per- 
sonal friend of the late Stephen Crane 
and-is a warm admirer of that brilliant 
‘young American whose genius was 
brought to an untimely end by the hand 
of death fust as maturity seemed to be 
holding out her greatest reward. 

Returning to England after a spell of 
‘Cuban fever, Mr. Lypch scarcely had 
‘time to fully recuperate before the 
troublesome state of affairs in the Trans- 
Vaal began to assume such shape as to 
cause alazgm in England. Securing a 
commission for The Illustrated Londun 
News, he made post haste for South 
‘Africa, arriving there in time to witness 
the initial engagements of the stubborn 
struggle between Boer and British. He 
was an inmate of the beleagured town of 
Ladysmith all during the long-drawn-out 
siege and was an eye-witness to all its 
incident deprivations. Once during this 
siege he managed to leave the city and, 
- unaccompanied and unarmed, made his 
Way a distance of fifteen ‘miles throuc@ 
the Boer ‘lines. This daring and spec- 
tacular bit of bravery resulted in his 
capture by the Boers. He was taken be- 
fore General Joubert, who finally, in con- 
gideration of the fact that there was no 
evidence of his being a combatant, con- 
sented to his return to Ladysmith. His 
military license was temporarily recalled, 
more as a matter of form than anything 
else, but was returned in a few days. 
During the siege of Ladysmith Lyncn 
was a roommate of George Steevans 
whose splendid work placed him in the 
front rank of modern war correspondents 
and whose sudden® death deprived the 
literary world of one of its most prom- 
ising autbors. Mr. Lynch regards 
Steevans as the very highest type of war 
correspondent and considers his work 
(head and shoulders above that of any of 
‘the brilliant coterie of men sent out by 
‘American and European journals. 

After the brunt of the fighting in South 
Africa was over Mr. Lynch was again 
stricken by a fever which laid him up 
for some time. Scarcely had he recovered 
befarae a return of his old Cuban malady 
sect in. A sea voyage to England served 
to put him in good shape. He reached 
England in May and was among the first 
to confidently predict that fighting in 
the Transvaal would continue for some 
months. The press of the country 
Bauxbed at him. Future developments 
proved the correctness of his prediction. 

Then came the boxer uprising in China. 
Mr. Lynch was among the first to see 
its significance. Once more he was off 
to foreign lands. His faculty for being 
on the scene was again made manifest. 
He Was among the very few correspond- 
ents to enter Pekin with the allied forces 
and spent some four months in the city 
of Pekin. His work during the Chinese 
war for The Sphere, a comparatively new 
English magazine, was particularly good 
and he managed to secure a number of 
€xclusive photographs of peculiar inter- 
est. One of these, an excellent picture 
of the ‘““Dragén Throne of China,” is the 
Hrst photograph ever taken of the em- 
peror’s throne. The picture is given an 
tepecial American interest from the fact 
that seated on the throne is a young 
American girl. The cushions of royalty 
seem to suit the fair American admirably 
and there is a look of insouciance on her 
face which betokens anything but awe. 

The insipient rebellion in the south, 
after actual hostilities were over, caused

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ing amounted to practically nothing, and 
his labors over, he sailed for San Fran- 
cisco. 

Such, in brief, is the record of George 
Lynch's recent work—assignments that 
| the average’ newspaper man would gladly 
give ten years off the fag end of his life 
to get. At thirty-five—one would not 
take him to be older than that—he has 
seen more hard fighting of varioug kinds 
than falls to the lot of the average soldier 
whose business it is to fight. He has 
the technique of warfare at his finger tips. 
His ‘‘Recollections of a War Correspond- 
ent,” a book which’ hé intimates his in- 
tention of writing when he returns t@ 
England, will unquestionably be of wide- 
spread interest. 

One would naturally think that a news- 
paper man would be an easy subject 
for an interview, but the rule does not 
necessarily hold true. In Mr. Lynch's 
case he has seen so much and his brain 
is teeming with such a multiplicity of 
incidents that to pin him down Ao one 
subject or half a dozen subjects weré a 
manifest impossibility. Equaly futile 
would be any attempt to follow him at 
all accurately in the mazes of an hour’s 
conversation which begun with Cuba and 
ended with China. To him, the story 
is a twice-told tale—one that he has writ- 
ten in scores of articles. One could not 
expect him to recapitulate it in detail. 
A few recollections that stand out in bold 
relief above the jothers, a score or so of 
anecdotes, and one or two valuable opin- 
ions must necessarily form the basis 
of any article by another which attempts 
to treat of his experiences in a broad 
sense. 

Mr. Lynch talks fluently and without 
hesitation, and yet one can see that he 
would much prefer to discuss matters 
other than war and his own experiences. 
Modesty is one of his marked character- 
istics, 

“My first work was in the ‘Cuban 
show,’ ’’ said he in reply to a direct ques- 
tion. “I went to Cuba _for the 
London Chronicle, and was for- 
tunate in arriving just in time 
to see the fun begin. I was present 
at many of the most important engage- 
ments and was Kept busy plying back 
and forth from Cuba to Key West, where 
I filed my dispatches. It was a splendid 
experience and I enjoyed it hugely. My 
eyes were opened by the sp! - 
bilities of the Aamngrtone caer uals 
admiration for his fighting abilities was 
intensified after witnessing several en- 
gagements. 

“During the Cuban ‘show’ I was con- 
Stantly thrown in contact with poor 
‘Steevie’ Crane and learned to know him 
intimately. He was one of the most lov- 
able men I ever met. I never saw such a 
chap for bravery in my life. He didn’t 
Know the meaning of fear. He was al- 
ways on the firing line with the ever- 
present cigarette between his lips, coolly 
interested and apparently unconcerned 
as the bullets flew around him. He was 
always on the go. He saw everything 
that was to be seen. In fact, he saw too 
much to be a good correspondent. The 
actual fighting was a matter of vastly 
more interest to him than the detail of 
teiling the story. He was a glutton when 
it came to getting news, but he got too 
much. Oftentimes he would return to 
quarters at night with his brain teeming 
with ‘copy,’ but too tired to write it, 
Seeing things was _ all-important with 
him; writing of them an incident to be 
delayed if possible. 

“One of the incidents of Crane that 1 
recall was decidedly humorous. We were 
together in a tug, going around the 
island of Cuba. Finally we thought 
we had located it. ‘We steamed off for 
Key West. Behind us was another tug, 
——, whose, we did not know. We tried 
to get out of its way and was chased 
for two long days. In the meantime our 
beer gave out and we were as dry as 
powder horns. Both of us were dying for 
a drink, and Stevie was bewailing his 
fate. Finally the tug behind us got in 
sight in spite of our efforts to escape. 
Imagine out state of mind when we found 
that it belonged to friends of ours, who 
had it literally lined with beer and whis- 
ky and other good things! We had ac- 
tually been running away from good 
luck for two days, tortured by thirst, 
when bottled beer was in sight all the 
time and to be had for the asking. 
Steevie never got over that. 

“Crane was an unique figure around 
camp. His favorite costume was a pair 
of pajamas plus a shirt and boots. He 
didn’t care how he looked. I remember 
‘sitting in’ a poker game with him one 
time when he presented a ludicrous sight. 
His pajamas were being laundered at 
the time and all that saved him from 
nakedness was a couple of bath towels 
pinned coyly around him fore and aft! 

“I was vefy fond of ‘Steevie,’ and 
learned of his death with regret. 


“At this late day little remains to De 


/Mr. Lynch to leave Pekin, but the upris- | 
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told of the Cuban ‘show.’ After the war 
J returned to England and had scarcely 
regained my health fully before I was 
off to South Africa. I was fortunate in 
arriving in time to see practically the 
whole ‘show.’ During the seige of Lady- 
smith I was confined in the city. George 
Steevans and I were roommates. Steevans 
I regard as the best of the war corre- 
spondents. He saw everything and wrote 
what he saw in a convincing style. There 
was nothing of ‘fake’ about his work. 
He was absolutely conscientious. He 
confided to me before his death his in- 
tention of giving up journalism and go- 
ing in for literature. He had material 
on hand for several novels that would 
have proved interesting. As it fs, he left 
work of a high order that will serve to 
perpetuate his name. 

“Steevans was a rarely gifted man. At 
college he stood first in every study save 
one—Sanscrit. Not until after his death 
did it become known that his failure in 
this was due to the fact that he wanted 
another man to get it. 

“T knew Julian Ralph we)! and admire 
his work greatly. No, I did not meet 
Davis. 

“While the seige-of Ladysmith was tn 
progress, I managed to escape from the 
city and make my way through the Boer 
lines—a distance of fifteen miles. At 
one time I passed within thirty yards of 
a man who was chopping wood, but was 
unnoticed. I was finally captured. I 
was taken before General Joubert, who 
consented to my return. My papers were 
taken from me temporarily, but returned 
in‘a short time. 

“On my return to England, I was in- 
terviewed by Alfred Harmsworth. I stat- 
ed then I thought the fighting would 
continue until Christmas. It was then 
May. I was laughed at. But I stood pat 
and won innumerable hats on my predic- 
tion. I have been away from Africa so 
long now that I could not make a further 
prophecy. 

“The future of the Transvaal fs difficult 
to arrive at. It depends altogether on 
conditions. Kruger seems to have lost 
caste owing to the popular impression of 
his wealth. The Boérs are a peculiar 
people. They have the commercial in- 
stinct only in the sense of the shrewd 
farmer. They are essentially a pastoral 
people. They dislike citles. They are con- 
tented so long as they are unmolested in 
the possession of farms that they cannot 
see the limits of. 

“Joubert was a brilliant general, or 
had been. He was held in reverence by 
the Boers, but was in his dotage. Botha 
was by far the most capable man on their 
side. Dewet, who is at present in the 
field, is a crafty chap, endowed with great 
shrewdness. He is like an eel, and catch- 
ing him seems an impossibility. 

“My Chinese experience was very in- 
teresting. Arriving in China, I fell in with 
the Japanese and hung onto them during 
the entire march to Pekin. That march 
was one of the most trying I ever cx- 
perienced. The distance was only about 
eighty miles, but the heat was scorching— 
the most intense 1 ever experienced—and 
men fell out like sheep on the way. The 
American troops fared badly ir this re- 
spect. Americans are used to lots of 
water, and the miserable provision in this 
respect was a great hardship. 

“The assault on the Chinese will was 
begun with small guns entirely inade- 
quate, They could not make ary impres- 
sion on the lower part of ihe structure. 
Finally the upper part was dismantled af- 
ter continued battering. One of tne pret- 
tiest fights I ever saW took place with 
the entrance of the Japs. The Japs are 
splendid soldiers and I have every admi- 
ration for their bravery. In their cavalry 
alone are they weak. 

“J spent two months in the city of 
Pekin. I took a number of photographs, 
many of which were very interescing. 

“Right here, I want to say thac the 
beginning of the war was justifiable. The 
boxer movement in its incipiency simply 
meant, when summed up, China for the 
Chinese. The massacre of the lega‘ions 
was, of course, utterly indescribable. 

“Scenes following the taking of Pekin 
were varied and interesting. ‘ihe amount 
of loot taken from the city was enor- 
mous. The Japanese alone got abcut 
30,000,000 taels, or $15,000,000 Of this 
amount, 3,000,000 taels was taken from 
one building. This amount will go large- 
ly toward paying the Japs’ expenses in 
China. 
“The future of China is problematic. 
If left to himself, I think the emperor 
will conduct affairs in a rational mar- 
ner. I do not think the present attitude 
of the Germans and the Russians con- 
ducive to the best interests of other ra- 
tions gaining a foothold commercially. 
Their policy ts one of antagonism. The 
Germans have obeyed the mandate of 
Emperor William in @ manner that has 
been more forcible than discriminating. 
Revenge such as they have perpetrated on 
innocent Chinese who were peacably in- 
clired is calculated to arouse and per- 
petuate all the hatred of the nation. The 
American diplomats and soldiers have, 
on the contrary, acted with justice and 
discretion.” SIDNEY ORMOND. 
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JONES T0 REMAIN IN CITY 


He Was Offered Position of Southern 
Organizer. 


GOMPERS MADE APPOINTMENT 


iLecal Labor Leaders Prevailed Upon 
Jerome Jones To Continue His 
Wosxk Here. 


That Atlanta has attracted the atten- 
tion of labor leaders throughout the coun- 
try is evidenced by a recent communica- 
tion from President Samuel Gompers, of 
the American Federation of Labor, to Je- 
rome Jones, of The Atlanta Journal of 
Labor. 

At the last convention of the national 
bodv, held at Louisville, Ky., a resoiu- 
tion w&s adopted providing for the ap- 
pointment of a southern organizer. Mr. 
Jones has been offered this commission 
by President Gompers, but has been 
forced to decline the appointment at the 
earnest solicitation of the other labor 
leaders of the city. 

As soon as he received President Gom- 
pers’s offer, Mr. Jones called into con- 
sultation a number of the local leaders 
and after discussing the matter from all 
points, it was decided that the interests 
of trades unionism in Georgi2. and par- 
ticularly in Atlanta, demanded the at- 
tention of an active organizer. Mr. Jones 
Was assured by his friends that his ser- 
vices were needed hete just at this partic- 
| ular time, and he was prevgiled, upon’ to 
} remain. 

A letter embodying this view of the 


local situation and tendering thanks for 
the honor conferred upon the city by the 
selection of an Atlanta man for such a 
responsible office was prepared, signed 
by the presidents of the various local 
unions and sent to President Gompers. 
This communication follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 8, 191.—Mr. 
Samuel Gompers, Washington, D. C.— 
Dear Sir: While appreciating the honor 
done us in your appointment of our or- 
ganizer; Mr. Jerome Jones, we deem it 
proper that inasmuch as his departure at 
this particular time would to some ex- 
tent retard the movement here in Geor- 
gia we wish to state the reasons for ask- 
ing him to defer the same until some 
time in the near future. A survey of the 
local field shows us that the work of an 
energetic organizer is needed here to cre- 
ate the proper enthusiasm in the move- 
ment, so that the coming year may be 
the banner year for organized labor in 
the state of Georgia. We need labor leg- 
islation and can orly secure the same by 
consistent and persistent demands of our 
state convention. Our present purpose 
is to make the coming state convention 
of labor the most suecessful in the his- 
tory of the south, and realizing that Mr. 
Jones can be of inestimable service to us 
in this particular we respectfully ask 
that you postpone his trip until May Ist 
of this year.”

Eighty cases are on docket for trial 
this week and next before Judge Candler 
in the criminal division of the Fulton 
superior court. 

This division will resume its all-day ses- 
sions this morning and it is expected that 
a large number of cases will be disposed 
of. Judge Candler was compelled to ad- 
journ court last Wednesday on account 
of a.severe attack of the grip, but it is 
understood he is sufficiently recovered 
to make it possible for him to preside 
today. 

Solicitor General C. D. Hill has also 
been suffering from an attack of the mal- 
ady and it was thought on Saturday that 
he would not be able to resume his work 
this week. In that event Attorney B. H. 
Hill was to act as solicitor general until 
Mr. Hill had recovered. 

It is probable that all the smaller cases 
will be taken up this week and disposed 
of so as to prepare for the longer ones. 
Ike Wheeler, it is believed, will mot be 
tried this week and his. trial would 
doubtless take up several days. He is 
charged with killing his former partner, 
John C. Hambrick. 

Is Wheeler’s Second Trial. 

Last spring he was tried before Judge 
Candler and found guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter. He was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for ten years, but secured a 
new trial. This second trial is the one 
that will occupy the attention of the 
court probably next week. 

The two brothers, Walter and George 
Hudson may also be tried this term. 
They were indicted for voluntary man- 
slaughter as the result of the shooting 
of young Sheffield Harrington, at East 
Point last September. Both are now un- 
der bonds of $5,000. Self defense will be 
the defense, it is understood. 

The alleged straw bond business is ex- 
pected to be fully ventilated in court 
during the next few weeks and L. Judd 
Glenn, a well known young lawyer, and 
J. F. Garner, wilt be tried to ascertain 
what connection, if any, they had with 
such transactions. 

A. J. Mullins, charged with complicity 

in the alleged bond frauds, has been 
confined at the Tower for some time and 
he will probably be tried when the others 
are, 
Dr. C. F. Clarke, the physician. indict- 
ed for burglary, and Oscar Bankston, 
charged with being implicated in the 
shooting of Mrs. Alexander Stephens, in 
Bellwood, some weeeks ago, are expect- 
ed to be tried either this week or next. 
Oscar Bankston may not be tried until 
his brother, William, alias ‘‘Bud,”’ has 
been caught. 

“Bud” Bankston, it is sald, is the man 
who fired the shot that passed almost 
through Mrs. Stephens. The governor 
several days ago offered a reward of $150 
for the capture of “Bud” Bankston. 


Many Cases Disposed Of. 

The criminal court closed Saturday af- 
ter a week of heavy business. When 
Judge Calhoun opened that division of 
the city court last Monday morning 
there were fully 100 cases on the docket 
for trial. Nearly all of them were dis- 
posed of during the week. 

A few jail cases remain and these will 
be tried during the last week of this 
month and the first week of February, 
when the criminal couvsr< will again con- 
vene. All bond cases injthis court will 
also be disposed of at tt t time. 

The aggregate sentences in the city 
criminal court last week amounted to 
about thirty-four and a half years. The 
county public works will be amply stock- 
ed with laborers 4s a result of the one 
week’s work in the city, court. 

Judge Calhoun will take up civil busi- 
ness this week. Judge Lumpkin’s divis- 
ion of the superior court and Judge Reid's 
division of the city court, are both now 
engaged with heavy civil dockets and it 
ig expected that a number of important 
cases will be decided during the next few 


days. 
GEO. $. BARNARD IS DEAD. 


Well-Known Court Official Passed to 
the Great Unknown in Rome 
Yesterday. 

The many friends of George 8. Barnard, 
a deputy clerk of the United States court 
at Rome, Ga., will hear with the deepest 


sotrow of his death at the latter place 
at 1 o'clock yesterdav afternoon. Mr. 
Barnard had been in ill health for nearly 
a year, and for some weeks past his 
condition had alarmed his family and 
friends. He leaves a wifé and five small 
children to mourn the loss of an exem- 
plary husband and father. The body will 
leave Rome at 9 o'clock this morning for 
Dothan, Ala., the old home of the de- 
ceased, where the funeral and burial will 


occur. 

George 8. Barrard possessed a person- 
ality and character that endeared him to 
a wide circle of friends. He was the soul 
of geniality, cheerful and full of the hig 
est qualities of good fellowship and true 
manhood, and his friendship was greatly 
esteemed by those who enjoyed an inti- 
mate acquaintance with him.There never- 
lived a man of more generous impulses. 
In his association with his fellows he 
tried to observe the golden rule. A king 
could not have a nobler epitaph than that. 

Mr. Barnard came to Atlanta in 1888 to 
enter the internal revenue office during 
the collectorship of Hon. Thomas C. 
Crenshaw. In 1892 he was appointed a 
deputy clerk of the United States circuit 
and district courts at Atlanta, serving in 
that capacity until the northwestern di- 
vision of the northern disttict of Georgia 
was created in July, 1900, ,when he was 
appointed a deputy clerk, stationed at 
Rome, and given a commission as United 
States commissioner also. 

As a public officlal Mr. Barnard was in 
every way admirably equipped for his du- 
ties, faithful, painstaking and courteous. 
He was held in high esteem by the bar 
of Atlanta and Rome, and his associates 
in the federal court were bound to him 
by the strongest ties of friendship. Mr. 
Barnard had long been a Mason and held 
an official position in one of the local 
lodges. During his last fllness he and his 
family were shown many kindnegses by 
brethren of the order and the citizens 
of Rome. 


GEORGIA SECURES 
AT BUFFALO EXPOSITION 


SPACE 


Colonel W. A. Hemphill, chairman of 
the Georgia commission to the pan- 
American exposition, which will open in 
Buffalo May ist, returned yesterday from 
a trip to that city in the interest of the 
Georgia exhibit. 

Colonel Hemphill has been absent from 
the city for a week, and practically all 
of his time was spent in Buffalo in com- 
pany with the exposition officials making 
arrangements for the extensive display 
of her products which Georgia will send 
there. 

“IT found,” said Colonel Hemphill last 
night, “that the exposition management 
will give Georgia whatever she wants. I 
was most cordially received by the ex- 
position officials, and they seemed ex- 
tremely gratified that Georgia was tak- 
ing so great an interest in the work. 
They showed me all over the grounds and 
through the buildings which are partially 
completed. 

“IT have secured 2,300 square feet of 
Space, and we can get more if we need 
it. As Georgia will not have a separate 
building, her exhibit will be distributed 
in at least three of the large buildings 
of the exposition, those of agriculture, 
forestry and mineralogy. In these will 
be placed the fruits, produce, woods, 
minerals and ores of Georgia: One loca- 
tion in each of these buildings will be 
most advantageous and attractive. We 
have not yet arranged for the transpor- 
tation of the Georgia exhibit, but that 
will be attended to from this end. 

“There is @ new idea in the Buffalo 
exposition,’” Colonel Hemphill _ said. 
“Heretofore expositions have been given 
primarily for the instruction of the peo- 
ple. They have shown them what prod- 
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ucts belong to different sections; they 
have shown the uses to which machinery 
of all kinds is put; they have shown 
the progress and development in the arts 
and sciences. Instruction has always 
been their principal aim. But while giv- 
ing due prominence to the instryctive 
feature, the primary object of the pan- 
American exposition will be the entertain- 
ment and amusement of the people. And 
the people of Buffalo are preparing to 
do this in proper style. They are spend- 
ing $7,000,000 in preparation for it., There 
will be gorgeous colors marvelously 


blended to attract the eye, colors which 
night will not obscure, for then 260,000 
incandescent lamps and a hundred search- 
lights will still disclose them to the ad- 
miring gaze. There will be music of all 


| degrees from the classic, I might almost 


say, to the ragtime. The midway is a 
mile and a half long and the variaty and 
number of entertainments will be limited 
only by the ingenuity of man to devise 
them. 

“I tell you it’s going to be just like 
fairyland,’’ Colonel Hemphill said enthu- 
siastically. “I saw one of the buildings 
completed, and the play of the sun upon 
its gorgeous colors was itself a sight to 
be remembered. What will it be with scores 
of buildings thus magnificently colored, 
and at night covered with thousands of 
brilliant-hued incandescent lamps? And to 
all this must be added the most magenifi- 
cent of all displays in nature, the great 
Niagara falls, only twenty miles distant, 
itself a feature which annually attracts 
thousands of tourists. 

“I want to see Georgia take a deep in- 
terest in the Pan-American exposition. 
All who can possibly do so should visit 
it; it will be the sight of a lifetime. I 
believe they will do so and that Georgia 
will not only be well represented in the 
fisplay of her products, but as well in 
the attendance of her citizens.’’ 
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The old citizen was in his glory yester- 
day. He strolled into the Kimball and 
was soon surrounded by a group of loung- 
ers.. He is given to reminiscences at all 
times, and the loungers know that his 
appearance means a good story about 
Atlanta and the men who have made her 
the first city of the south. The O. C., 
as his name implies, has been here Icns, 
and there is little about Atlanta and the 
men who have been factors in the city’s 
pregress that he does not know. Yester- 
day he was full of H. I.. Kimball, who 
built the hostelry of that name. 

“Kimball,”’’ said the old citizen, ‘‘was 
one of the greatest men that ever operat- 
ed in Atlanta, and did as much for the 
city. Kimball didn't spend his own 
money, for he never had much to spend, 
but he had a way of inducing others to 
spend their money, and always in some 
enterprise that meant much for. Atlanta. 
The building of the old Kimball house 
was a great feat, and the fact that suv 
a hotel was here was worth millions to 
Atlanta. The hotel was the best adver- 
 tisement the city ever had. ‘Kimball, 
though he got litt’e enough out of it, 
always looked on the old hotel with the 
affection that a father has for a child. 

‘When the old hotel burned down, six- 
teen years ago, the people of Atlanta felt 
stupefied. They realized that the city had 
met a great loss, and there were many 
who said the loss could never be repaired. 
But those who talked thus reckoned witb- 
out Kimball. He was living in New York 


at the time, and was soon on his way to 
Atianta. I don’t know whether he was 
invited or whether he just came to do 
what he could for the city to which he 
had given a famous hotel. Anyway he 
cvyme, and folks soon knew he was here. 
In a few days he had matured plans for 
rebuilding the rotel on a greater scaic 
than ever. There were not many very 
rich men here in those days, and Kimball 
had to depend on making the movement 
a popular one. In this he ws aided by 
the Constitution, and Atlanta was soon 
keen to do anything to aid in rebuilding 
the hotel. 

“The fund for rebuilding was largely by 
subscription; the subscribers taking stock. 
A large sum was raised, and Kimball 
went to work. He gepent money lavishly 
and pushed the hotel to speedy comple- 
tion. When the last touches had been put 
on the present structure and it had been 
handsomely furnished I think Kimball 
had exceeded the building fund by over 
$100,000—that ‘s. that sum was due on the 
hotel. His greatness was never more ap- 
parent than when facing a huge debt. The 
story goes that he invited many of the 
leading men of Atlanta to meet him at the 
new hotel They accepted and Kimball 
took them all over the building, pointing 
cut all the beauties of the structure and 
the magnificence of its appointments. 
Alter going through ‘the building, he led 
the party outside where a good view could 
be obtained and said: 

“"There she is, gentlemer. Isn’t the 
hotel a beauty? Aren’t you proud that 
Atlanta has such a hotel? You oveght to 
be, for no other city in the south has such 
a hotel. That bullding will be worth mii!- 
lions to Atlanta as an advertisement.’ 

“The Atlanta men were carrled away 
by Kimball’s eloquence, and began to 
chorus their admiration of the hotel and 
its builder. Kimball saw that he had 
worked them to the proper pitch and said: 

“*T am glad you Hke the hotel, gentle- 
ren. It is yours; but there is a little 
matter of over $100,000 due on it. Please 
pay for it.’ 

“And they paid for it,’’ said the old 
citizen, “right then and there. So carried 
away had they been by Kimball's manner 
that they guaranteed the debt before they 
left his presence. Oh, Kimball was smart. 
He could make people with money be- 
lieve in him and his schemes, and the re- 
sult was alWays some great public im- 
provement. You don’t meet men like 
Kimball every day, but when one comes 
along a city ought to cherish him, for 
his presence means that men with capital 
are going to turn it loose for the benefit 
of the city.”’

Harrison is partly responsitf for the 
general’s detssmination to become once 
more a facto> In the republican party. 
The present Mrs. Harrison is the ger- 
eral’s second wife, and a very beautiful 
woman, with a penchant for queening it 
in a social way. She is ambDitioug to reien 
at the white house as first Jafy of the 
land, and undoubtedly her influence has 
moved General Harrison to attempt:to re- 
gain the leadership of his party, as well 
as the slight put upon his son.

Bottled-Up Heat. 

The New York Evening Post: Electrical 
engireergs are much interested in a re- 
markable chemical reaction recently dis- 
covered by Dr. H. Goldschmidt, of Essen, 
Germany, which makes it possible to 
“bottle up” and store away in concen- 
trated form the heat energy of a large 
electrical plant. Fully 3,000 degrees Cen- 
trigrade (about 6,400 degrees F.) is ‘he 
temperature of the hottest portion of the 
electric arc. This is such an excessive 
heat that it is difficult to realize its in- 
tensity. It is over seventeen times as hot 
as boiling water, nearly four times as hot 
as melted copper, and about four times 
as hot as melted platinum, the :gost re- 
fractory of the common metals. At this 
temperature steel is a thin and mobile 
liquid, which behaves much like water; 
and the diamond melts away like ice in 
a gas flame. And yet this enormous 
temperature may be obtained, it seem+s, 
by the simple combustion of a metal In 
the presence of iron rust and a metallic 
superoxide. 

Previous to Dr. Golischmidt’s discovery 
this degree of heat has not been com- 
mercially attainable in any other way 
than by the use of the electric furnace, 
such as the, great one at Niagara falls; 
and hence its use has been more or less 
limited by the necessity for an electrical 
generating station, and qa considerable 
amount of special apparatus. The new 
furnace depends cn the enormous heat 
generated by the combustion of powdered 
aluminum. The great reducing power of 
this metal, that is, its ability to take 
cxygen away from other substances, has, 
of course, been known for many years, 
and indeed would have: been expected 
from the tenacity with which it holds 
cnto the oxygen when it has once gather- 
ed it in, requiring as it does the heat of 
the electric furnace to loosen its grip, as 
in the well-known process of separating 
the pure metal from common clay, which 
is an ovide of aluminum. Into the alum- 
inum furnace, whose walls must be lined 
with some very refractory substance, end 
well insulated, ground aluminum is in- 
troduced, and well mixed with some 
metallic oxide, iron oxide, for instance 
(iron rust). Then there is added a small 
quantity of a superoxide (Dr. 
schmidt has used barium peroxide) for 
the purpose of starting the oxidation of 
the aluminum at a low temperature. "he 
barium peroxide is ‘gnited by means oft a 
magnesium ribbon cr powdered magne- 
sium, the substance ordinarily used for 
making flashlight photographs. The mag- 
nesium is simply lighted with _ a match 
and thrown into the furnace. The alum- 
inum mixture begins to burn fiercely and 
soon changes into a liquid mass, consist- 
ing of two layers; at the bottom molten 
iron, covered by a scum of aluminum 
oxide. The temperature soon becomes in- 
tense, and the brilliance of the reaction 
is so blinding that the use of darkened 
glasses is necessary. The slag of alumi- 
num oxide can be poured off, and some 
idea gained of the temperature of the 
molten iron underneath by pouring a lit- 
tle of it out on a steel plate. or along 
the side of a steel bar, when it will be 
seen to cut channels and holes jn the cold 
metal, like hot water upon ice. 


Water Powers. 

The development of water powers is ho 
longer conferred to situations where there 
is an abrupt change in natural levels. So 
urgent have become the demands of this 
age of power that a chance to discharge 
a large body of water into a different lev- 
el at a considerable distance is looked 
for by the engineers, and the course of 
rivers is diverted and miles of solid earth 
removed to render available the desired 
fall. There is now a project at Lock- 
port, N. Y., to cut a big power canal from 
Niagara river to that city at a cost of 
about $8,000,000. We have millions in our 
southern rivers which ought to matertial- 


ize. 


The Security of Ocean Travel. 

The Marine Review: The comparative, 
one might almost say absolute, security 
of ocean travel could not be better illus- 
trated than in the latest trips of the At- 
lantic liners. A storm raged, the fierce- 
ness of which passes all memory, and 
yet every ship came in. They were late, 
of course, all of them, but they came in.

The Ochre Industry. 


New York Fvening Post: An industry 
in which Francs has maintained a supre- 
macy for nearly two centuries is the pro- 
duction of ochre, as the French material 
is pecullarly rich in the oxides of iron, 
and consideratle care is exercised in its 
preparation. Vaucluse {s the center of 
this industry, and in the neighborhood of 
Apt, the ccuntry contains a number of 
hits of alluvial clay, which are more or 
less rich in the ore. Sometimes it is ¢x- 
cavated direct, and often shafts are 
sunk and the material, when brought to 
the surface, is transported to the valley 
below on carts, and there washed. The 
mining is done in the winter season only, 
as the water courses are dry in summer, 
and by means of successive settling basins 
various degrees of fineness are secured in 
vashing the ore. At the end of the win- 
ter these basins are filled with ochre in 
the form of mud, which dries hard with 
the hot weather, and is then cut into 
blocks of regular size and dried ‘n the 
sun. It is then either cut into ovricks 
or crushed into a powder for shipment, 
and is sorted for color. The vsellow 
shades command the highest price and 
the dark red the least. e total produc- 
tion of these mines last year was about 
18,000 tons, of which amount 3,30 tons 
were shipped to the United States. The 
mines, though they have been worked for 
muny years, are by no means exhausted, 
and even trough the industry is at pres- 
ent carried on with primitive methods, 
it is of considerable importance

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Bristol, Tenn., January 13.—(Special.)— 
The following sermon- on “Dangers to 
Young Manhood’ was recently delivered 
by Rev, W. O. Cochran, D.D., pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church at this 
place. It has been the subject of a great 
deal of interest and discussion, and upon 
request Dr. Cochran consented to fur- 
nish it to The Constitution. 

Text: “Is the young man, 
safe?’ It Samuel, xvili, 32. 

Paternal anxiety {< natura! and praise- 
worthy. A man who has no concern or 
solicitation for his offspring ‘s beneath 
the brute creation. Juvenal tells us that 
“even the leopard spares her kindred 
spots.’’ So even instinct, to say nothing 
of the higher life, teaches that it fs nat- 
ural that we shoyld care for and provide 
for our own. David, then, was*but ut- 
tering the sentiment of every father’s 
heart when he inquired after the safe- 
ty of his son Absalom. David léved his 
boy ang would gladly have died for him, 
and the only criticism we would make 
is that he should have looked after his 
safety earlier and in a different direc- 
tion. 

The dangers to which our boys are ex- 
posed are not always in the field of bat- 
tle, where shot and shell fall thick about 
them. No; I had rather see my son 
shoulder his musket and don the soldier's 
uniform and to the call of the bugle or the 
tap of the drum unbare his bosom to the 
bullets of the enemy than to see him 
thrown adrift on the world’s true battle 
field without the restraints of the home. 
orf the influence of the church! He might 
fall, but not in disgrace! 


“Let all the ends thou aim’st at, be thy 
‘country’s. 

Thy God's and truths; then, if thou fall- 
est, O Cromwell, 

Thou fall’st a blessed martyr.”’ 


Absalom, 


Absalom, no doubt, was a great soldier. 
He was a man of splendid physique, as 
we read: “In all Israel there was none 
to be so much praised as Absalom for his 
beauty, from the sole of his foot even 
to the crown of his head there was no 
blemish in him.’’ But let us remember 
that these count for nothing in the real 
warfare. Remember that Absalom had 
lost the battle long before he lost his 
life in the woodland on the battlefield 
of Ephraim. So, am I not right in saying 
‘David should have been anxious about his 
son's safety and in a different way? And 
may I not say that in the warfare of life 
there is a crisis in every young man’s 
life? So it becomes us not only as fath- 
ers and mothers, but as those interested 
in the welfare of mankind to re-echo the 
lament of the king of Israel. ‘‘Is it well 
with the young man?’ 

Tomorrow into the hands of the young 

men of today will be placed the most sa- 
cred interests of human life. As go the 
young men, so will go the affairs of gov- 
ernment, commerce and social life. Are 
we conscious of the responsibility and 
do we realize the situation? 
} When, at the world’s fair a few years 
‘ago I was impressed with a painting 
called the “‘Breaking of Home Ties.’’ The 
scene is laid in a dining room. The old 
‘grandmother sits at the table with bowed 
head, while the boy stands erect with 
his mother’s hands resting on his shoul- 
ders. See him standing there in the glow 
land freshness of life’s morning, the rich 
blood coursing in his veins, his sinews 
stout as metal cords. He stands there 
as a young athlete, ready to enter the 
race and battle of life. But see that 
expression on the mother’s face as she 
looks into the eve, vea, into the very 
soul of her boy, and bids him goodby as 
he goes out from the home to tread upon 
dangerous ground and fight life’s battles 
for himself. 

Born of such love, there comes to me 
something akin to an inspiration and up- 
on this I rely for strength to utter some 
simple truths which, I trust, will find 
a lodgment in every heart that values 
the souls of our youths. I know much 
of the dangers which environ the young 
and I see in his favored and beauteous 
land of ours many of the causes that 
blur and blight their lives. T shall briefly 
enumerate some of them. Possibly, you 
will see them more forcibly if I classify 
them. Let us divide them into two great 
classes. Let us call them internal and 
external. There are a multitude of 
evil thoughts in the little world within 
us, and a multitude of evil men and 
things in the great world without. 

The danger within is your own thoughts 
and desires. There is quite an army of 
these in a young man’s breast. Thoughts 
have wings, and like birds, they come 
from their nests or homeinthe heart and 
spread over every forbidden field. They 
revel in every unclean thing; they become 
acquainted with sin, and thus they open 
up the way and prepare a trodden path 
over which the thoughts and acts soon 
follow. Take an illustration: A _ gos- 
samer thread is attached to an arrow 
and shot through the air unseen over an 
impassable chasm. With this a cori is 
drawn over; the cord draws,over a rope; 
the rope draws over a bridge and in this 
way a highway is made for al] comers. 
Thus is the gulf passed between the char- 
acter of a young man fresh from his 
home and the daring heights of iniquity 
on which the bad:man stands. No one 
ever thought it possible that such a young 
man should go to the other side. But 
from the brink on this side he darts over 
a thought which makes itself fast to 
something forbidden, and then as the 
cord followed the thread and the rope the 
cord, and the bridge the rope, so when 
onee the thoughts find lodgment in the 
kingdom of darkness, then the deeds of 
wickedness will quickly follow. “Out of 
the heart proceed evil thoughts,”’ but read 
on; also, murders, adulteries, fornications, 
thefts, falsewitness, blasphemies—a fear- 
ful gang, and all iurking and following 
fn the wake of evil thoughts. So you 
see, young man, there is danger within 
your own breast. You bear about with 
you a magazine that may be touchéd off 
at any Moment. Oh, may you be on your 
@uard and cry out with David: “Create 
in me a clean heart, O God.”’ 

But how about the dangers without? 
They are many fold. Indeed, it looks like 
a great conspiracy is organized against 
the young man. Outside of those who 
ate waiting and planning his downfall, 
he finds the custom and manners of the 
world are all conspiring with these for 
his overthrow. I shall mention only one 
or two. One of the most formidable dan- 
gers to youth in the present day is the 
custom of society encouraging the use 
of intoxicating drinks. It is an evil that 
should be denounced, frowned upon and 
shunned in every instance. All are aware 
that drunkenness in our countfy is 
most rampant vice. It is desolating our 
homes and ruining our young man . 
It is not necessary for me at present to 


register dn array of facts to show how 
many are held helpless in its chain. The 
extent ami fearfulness of the malady I 
shall not prove, but assume it to be 
known. My cnly object is to remind the 
young of the enticements by which they 
are led into that horrible pit. I have 
known many drunkards, and I have seen 
drunkenness in most of its stages, forms 
and effects, yea. I have seen a youth 
brought down by it from.a place of honor 
and hopefulness, laid upon his bed utter- 
ing hideous groans and twisting himse‘f 
in bodily and mental agony. I have help- 
ed to hold him in his delirium to keep 
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I know he never designed to become a 
drunkard and did rot become #b all at 
once, 
did not entice him to become a sot In a 
Single night. They only invited 
g0 into cheerful company. They suggest- 


did not forbid a merry evening. And thus 
the merry evenings passed unftl’ finally 
the night settled down upon his splendid 
life, and he Was*lost beyond the help of 
man. Oh, let our young men as they 
value their sou!s beware of these Satan 
invented customs prevalent in society 
which multfply the occasions of tasting 
strdéng drink. These habitS of touching 
strong drink on every occasion of joy 
or sorrow, of idle ease and excessive toil, 
in freezing cold or scorching heat, have 
been invented with flendish ingenuity to 
beget at last that fiery thirst which when 
once awakenerl will certain.y drag its sub- 
ject down through a dishonest life to an 
early grave. Oh, young man, 
this danger! 

I mention only one other. I wiil call 
it the materialistic trend that has taken 
possession of our people. We are a 
money loving and a pleasure seeking 
people, and we bend al! our energies 
to achieve success, as the world calls 
success. This is the spirit that is abroad 
today and in it there is a tremendous 
pressure brought to bear on every young 
man to achieve success, and an equally 
strong temptation to use wrong means 
in attaining, it. Every man feels that 
those around him are looking to see how 
much he is going to accomplish, and 
therefore there is the temptation to keep 
up the name and appearance of that 
success which the world rewards. No 
spirit is more characteristic of our Amer- 
ican life and institutions than this. The 
fierce struggle for success, the willing- 
ress to be content with the name—that 
spirit manifests itself in every phase of 
our life. Bigness and show seems to be 
the end ang object of many undertakings 
in this country, and we are willing to be 
deluded with the name and the apvdear- 
ance. I speak of this, not that I may 
tell you that it is an illustration of a 
false business principle. You know that. 
Nor am I telling you this because of 
my concern for your business, but beé- 
cause of my interest in you. I am telling 
you of this false principle because it is 
also false life. You are wat your life 
is; and therefore I would have that life 
of yours true, free from sham; because 
a sham is but a Ile, and a He is _that 
which contradicts truth and Qod. I 
therefore ask that you have the moral 
courage to conduct, if need be, your life's 
calling on a small scale; I ask that you 
have the moral courage to be content, if 
need be, on a small salary, and with 
moderate success in life. Better, far bet- 
ter, do this than to; live beyond your 
means and in order to keep up appear- 
ances resort to dishonorable means. Oh, 
how many a young man has gone‘down 
just here and brought ruin and disgrace 
upon himself. I warn you, then, young 
men, of this danger, and I beg you 
not to yield because of Him who refused 
to come down from the cross to achieve 
a success which Was only an outward 
show. Yes, if need be, fail as the world 
calls failure, but see to it that you do 
not fail of that success which Christ had, 
the develépment, the achievement of 
moral character, of whom a great Ger- 
man writer has said: ‘Being the holiest 
among the mighty, the mightiest among 
the holy, He lifted with His pierced hands 
empires off their hinges and turned the 
stream of centuries out of its channel 
and still governs the ages.”’ 

I have thus briefly outlined some of 
the dangers to which our young men 
are exposed. And in this hasty glance 
over the battlefield I have not been able 
at all to show the strength of the ene- 
my. I have touched only upon the skir- 
mish line.

At the First Methodist church yester- 
day morning an able and spiritually help- 
ful sermon was preached by the pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Byrd, from‘ the stxth verse of 
the fourth chapter of James: “But he 
giveth more grace. Wherefore he saith, 
Sod resisteth the proud, but giveth grace 
unto the humble.’’ 

The burdén of Dr. Byrd's theme was 
the discipline of the Holy Spirit by 
he prepares the church for ¢com- 
panionship with the heavenly  bride- 
groom.

“The image of Christ which is stamped 
upon the soul in conversion must througn 
process of discipline become beautiful as 
the inwrought figure.

With 
this work of sanctification there goes 
the work of separation, not only from 
unholy and ungodly things, but from a 
thousand things that touch the life of 
self. And this experience is the only 
cure for the worldliness which robs the 
church of its power in many places to- 
day.

Let us subm ourselves 
cheerfully to this discipline, welcoming

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Rev. J. W. Quillian preached an elo- 
quent sermon yesterday during the morn- 
ing service at Trinity chureh.. Hia text 
Was an interesting one. A large congre- 
gation attended and the miisical pro- 
gramme rendered by the church cboir 
was exceptionally good. 

During the service fifteen new members 
were received Into the congregation upon 
profession of faith. es 

Dr. Quillian’s text was ‘“‘By faith, Moses, 
when he was come to years, refused to 
be caHed the son of Pharoah’s daughter, 
choosing rather to suffer affliction with 
tho people of God than to enjoy the pleas- 
ures of sin for a seneon, esteeminge the 
reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures in Hgypt, fer he had re- 
epect unto the recompense of the reward.” 
Heb., xi, 24-96. 

In part, Dr. Quillian speke as fcllows: 

“Here we have a simolée statement of 
fact. concerning the choice which Moses 
made, together with the power which en- 
abled him to make it,.and the motive 
mompting ‘t. This choice was the most 
important decision of his life, and it is 
a choice which every ‘person must make 
at some time. It was the seitling of the 
foundaticn lines of his future career—the 
laying of the base tne of life. by which 
his whole life should be reevflated, and 
his characier constructed. {It was the 
determining of the great object.of his life 
andthe selecticn of the allinness he would 
make in an effort to reach that obfect. 
A decision, whethér he would serve the 
eods of this world or the lord Jehovah— 
whether his alliances should be made 
With the men whb live for this world, or 
with God’s people. Every person must 
make a like choice. Moses decided for 
Jehovah and His ncople. 

“The conditions and circumatanoes sur- 
rcunding him were such that it required 
&reat courage and determination to make 
und adhere to the choice he did. The 
Iigyptian civilization was the highest of 
any in the world. Wealth, culture, learn- 
ing and power were centralized in that 
government. Art flourished, :clence was 
studied with great vigor. Great schools 
and universities were locatcd at Memphis 
and other of her leading cities. Moses 
had had the advantage of ail these. He 
was a man of great leariing and superior 
ability. Being learned in ali the wisdom 
of the Egyptians, he had great influence. 
Tradition says that: he was a priest im 
one of the greatest of her temples, and 
also that he was commanding general vf 
her armies. Certainly he occupied high 
position, with bright prospects tur greater 


honcrs, and more wealth, 

“The Hebrews were a nation of siaves, 
ignorant and poor. Théir one point of 
excellency, it appears, Wus their worship 
of and faith tn Jehovah. For Moses to 
ally himself to them invoivea a renuncila- 
tion of all prospects in Egypt, of great 
wealth, of old association, as congenial! 
as they were, and the giving up of the 
customs of forty years’ standing. it 
meant also the bringing down on himéeelf 
the reproach of all from Whom he sepa- 
rated. The identification of himself with 
these slaves meant for Wim to share their »} 
shame, and suffer as they. But he estcem- 
ed this reproach and suffering greater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt. He. 
as a man of maturity, thought through 
the proposition, and made an intelligent 
decision for God and’ His pé@ople. So 
ought every intelligent man to do. 

“But the power making possible this 
choice, and the motive controlling in it, 
was faith and reapedt unto the recom- 
pense’ of the reward ‘?inyolved in it. He 
had faith in God—the teality of his being 
—a living personahity,:JB.-contrast with 
the gdds made by met’s Hands. Faith in 
the omnipotence ‘of his’ poWer, in contrast 
with the impoteficy of the gods of Mgypt 
—faith in the: justice of His reign, in 
contrast with the wickedness and in- 
justice of Egyptian rule. Faith in the 
truth ef His word, and the validity of 
His promise, in confrast with the fal- 
sity and perfidy of Egyptian promises. 

lie set the invisible over against the 
visible, the temporal over against the 
eternal, and weighed all the facts, and 
settled down in a conviction so deep that 
it became the birth of action, that the 
invisible and the eternal were the real 
things of life—that the worst things with 
Christ were better than the best things 
of earth, and, in the strength of this 
faith. made his choice. This faith was 
supported by the recompense of the re- 
ward which God had promised to all His 
people.

The usual targe audience was at the 
First Baptist church on yesterday morn- 
ing. Dr. Landrum chose as his text Il 
Kings, iv, 2%: “Is it well with thee; is it 
well with thy. husband; is tt well with 
the child?’ 

“Our church,” he said, “is a school of 
Christ in which we eften discuss broad 
questions,- whose answers involve the well 
being of the nations of the earth, or the 
duty of otir cousitry, or the good name or 
the good morals of our city. This; morn- 
ing we come home. We -shut- the door 
upon the streets of the city; we exclude 
the woes of the world and tHe ethicas 
problems of the nations, and sit down 
by our own firesides. We put to our- 
selves the questions, of the hearthstone, 
we indutge in a family council; we ad- 
dress ourselves to the sharp inquiries 
of self-exam-nation. 

“God's oldest institution, I need not 
tell you, is the famfly; God's model com- 
munity dwells in home more wenerabile 
than church or state, and the type upon 
which the perfect.church and the perfect 
state must build itself. How. is.it in the 
homes of the people whom I have the 
honor and increasing happiness to serve 
in the hollest experiences of their lives? 
Let me ask the prophet’s questions. How 
is it with the governments of our homes? 
Government fs essentia! in the home; Goa 
requirés it, the young need it; their high- 
est interests demand it. The Iack of it 
lg. (njurfftoum alike to parents, to children 
and to the community, and is, above all, 
(lisobedience to God. Parental authority 
is ofdained of God: fatherhood and moth- 
erhood are offices under God; they are 
revelations of God, the first and the most 
important. Is there not need of reform 
in the government of our homes? 

“Is it well tn the education of our 
homes? Home is the first school and 
the best school. Parents are the most 
competent and effective teachers. Who 
but they can have proper interest "n the 
child? Who can feel such love for ‘the 
child? Who can exert sich authority 
over the child? Who can expect such 
obedience from the child? Your servants 
may be trustworthy, bit the best nurse 
ls no substitute for a mother. The teach- 
ers in day school and Sunday school may 
be competent and faithful, but they can- 
not take the parent’s place. Your pastor 
may be anxious and earnest, praying 
always for your children, but he cannot 
do what you leave undone. 

“Is it well with the pleasures of your 
home? Home, sweet home, should be a 
happy place! Blessed are those parents 
who make companions of ther children, 
who tnterest themse!ves in those things 
which entertain as well as instruct the 
little ones, and who remember how they 
felt when they were young. And thrice 
blessed are those parents who do not 
seek to shift the burden of responsibility 
as to the kind of pleasures which shoula 
occur in their homes or beyond them. 

“Is it well with the religion of our 
homes? Is there a family altar, a per- 
sonal Bible, for every member, a place 
Of secret prayer; whdlesome literature, a 
reverent spirit, a Christly ideal? The re- 
vival needed in Atlanta is a revival in our 
sromes. God give it to us this year, and 
the whole city will rejoice jn times of re- 
freshing from His presence.”’ 
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° SECOND BAPTIST. 
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At the’ Second Baptist church yesterday 
the pastor, Rev.‘ John E.-White, preached 
on the advent of the Redeemer, taking 
for his text the fourth verse of the third 
chapter of St. Luke. 
Said in part: 

“John the Baptist was the forerunner 
of our Savior. Providence announced it 
through him, who was the voice crying in 
the wilderness, admonishisg the world 
to ‘prepare ye the way of the Lord and 
make His paths straight.’ 

“Such is the order of nature—the bud 
proclaims the blossoms, and the blos- 
soms proclaim the fruit. ‘ Nature does 
not take us by surprise, if we understand 
her laws. The storm that approaches 
the guif is known twenty-four hours 
before it arrives. The events of history 
are declared by forerunners. All things 
come in their hatural order. So, all events 
that preceded John the Baptist proclaimed 
the coming of Christ. It was not God's 
fault that the world was not ready to 
receive Him. All circumstances indi- 
cated that the fullness of time had ar- 
rived. He came, but the world received 
Him not. Every capital of the world was 
the seat of infamy—Rome was drenched in 
shame. The world was never so utter- 
ly lost to virtue and sunken in crime as 
when our Savior came. God had an- 
gswered the cry of the world, but He was 
not received. My méssage today is that 
the world is not prepared for the king- 
dom of God. I do not mean a second ad- 
vent, but refer to the universal love in 
the hearts of humanity—a kingdom of 
pure and Christian hearts. The king- 
dom of God is a kingdom of pure hearts. 

“Jesus Christ founded His kingdom 
upon love, and there are millions of. hu- 
man beings who will die for His kingdom. 
Caesar, Hannibal, Alexander and Napo- 
leon founded kingdoms upon force, and 
they are no more. No man should liva 
for himself alone, but for the good he can 
ao in God’s kingdom. 
we. may prepare the world for the king- 
dom of thé Lord. The work that has 
been done in the past century is worth 
more to the kingdom of God than all 
the work of the preceding 1800 years. Let 
us all join in preparing the way for the 
coming of His kingdom.” 

Previous to his sermon a special col- 
lection was taken for the poor of this 
city. Holy communion was administered 
after the regular services.

Dr. A. R. Holderby preached an elo- 
quent and earnest sermon yesterday 
morning at Moore Memorial church, using 
as his theme “The Gospel Army.”’ 

He told of the great work to be oc- 
complished by God's army and drew 
many instructive lessons from the sub- 
ject. Dr. Holderby selected his subject 
from Psalms xx, 5: “In the name of our 
God we will set up vur baaners.” 

He said in substance: , 

“I know. of no more appropriate text 
which the church could select as a motto 
for the first year of the new century. 

“David is here expressing his confidence 
in God as he goes out to fight with his 
and God's enemies. 

‘Feeling. his weakness and insufficien- 
cy, he determines to trust in God and to 
Bet up his banner In the name of the 
Lord of hosts. A 

“Some might trust in chariots and some 
in horses, but he would trust God in the 
day of battle. 

“David is here speaking for the church 
also. 

“This is the triumphant exaltation of 
the church. In’ view of the church's 
conflicts with the powers of darkness 
and all her enemies she must wo forth and 
set up hér banners in the name of her 
God. 

“The banner is an ensign used in the 
time of war by which armies ale désig- 
nated. Usually there are inscriptions 
upon the banner which often serves as 
an inspiration to the cause of those who 
fight, 

“God calls on his church to display 
her bannerst—o set them up, 1. e. to piant 
them upon the very stronghold of Satan. 

“But there are some who are ashamed 
to set up the bannérs cf the church. 
They are aftaid to show their colors. 

“God wants no such veople in His 
army. One trouble with the church today 
is that she has too many coward!y mem- 
bers. } 

“There are several 
we may notice today. 

“A'way back in the centuries when sin 
entered into the garden of Exlen I see 
the first banner of the church, and upon 
it an inscription in the form of a promise: 
‘The seed of the woman shall bruise the 
Serpent’s head.’ 

“No doubt Satan must have trembled 
when he saw this banner floating og 
the garden of Eden.

“There are the low places of vice and 
iniquity. ‘The slums in which are the 
low and degraded. Here we must plant 
the banner of the cross. And then there 
ate the high places also, where. sin 
abounds. ; 

“It is more difficult to plant the church's 
banner among the rich and refined and 
the e.egant than among the low and de- 
graded. | would rather preach the gos- 
pel to the poor and the degraded than to 
the rich and refined. 

“And then, too, we must set up these 
banners in our homes. Every house in 
Atlanta should be under the gospel ban- 
ner. May God speed the day. 

“This century upon which we have just 
entered will be a notable century for the 
church. The kingdom of God will make 
more rapid advances in this, the twentieth 
century than in all the nineteen which 
have gone before. 

“The church is coming to the front. 
Her banners are being unfurled and 
planted where before 
Yes, this century will see great triumphs 
of the gospel, as the church goes forth 
as terrible as an army with banners. 
Marching under the banners, victory will 
be sure.’ °. 
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At Merritts avenue church the morning 
sermon was by the pastor, Rev. R. F. 
Fakes, from the text, I Corinthians xv,

He said in part:

He came as the re-enforcement to hu- 
manity, ‘the champion of all life, to bring 
a glorious victory. He came to grapple 
with sin and evil power and to drive all 
into the place of hiding. He came not 
to enjoy the world, but only as a priest 
and a man of prayer, with strength to 
bring about victory from our wretched 
defeat. He strikes the shackles from the 
slaves: He sey$ Up great schools and chari- 
ties to shed light in dark places; He 
writes by the hand of man, books and 
newspapers; He inspires every better- 
ment to the race. .

ST. LOUIS IS VERY CORRUPT. 


Shocking State of Affairs Is Shown 


by Grand Jury. 

St. Louis. Mo., January 13.—The final 
report of the grand jury, composed of 
prominent business men who have been 
investigating municipal matters, has been 
returned. Twenty-four indictments, only 
four of which, for minor crimes, are made 
public, were handed down. Among the 
twenty indictments is one against an 
official of the house of delegates, who is 
charged with attempting to bribe a state 
witness against men accused of highway 
robbery. He will be arrested Monday. 

Accompanying the indictments was the 
report of the grand jury touching their 
investigations of police bribery and elec- 
tion fraud charges, together with. the 
result of their investigation of public crit- 
icism on the conduct of the police depart- 
ment, 

Lack of co-operation between the board 
of police commissioners and the chief of 
police calls forth censure; corrupt use 
of the police in politics, drawn from in- 
stances during the past election and in- 
vestigated by the jurymen, is condemned. 

The jurymen throw up their hands and 
when they come to that portion of their 
report treating on the many charges, 
specific and general, of wholesale election 
frauds, they dismiss the charges as sim- 
ply appalling by reason of their multitude 
and varied character.

HON. PORTER KING PRESIDES 


Church Building Is Crowded to Its 
» ‘Utmost Capadity. 


REV, JOHN E.. WHITE'S ‘RESPONSE 


‘He Was Feelingly Touched at His 
Kind Reception and the Hospi- 
tality of Our UDitizens. 


The Second Baptist church was crowded 
to its utmost capacity last evening, the oc- 
casion being addresses of welcome to the 
newly installed pastor, Rev. John E. 
White, formerly of Raleigh, N. C. 

On the platform were seated the Revs. 
Dr. P. B. Taylor, of the Baptist Orphan 
home; Dr. 8. Y. Jameson, secretary of 
the Baptist state mission board: Dr. W. 
W. Landrum, of the First Baptist church: 
Dr. T. P. Bell, of The Christian Index: 
Dr. I. T. Tichenor, of the Home mission 
board; Rev. E. R. Fendleton. of the Fay- 
etteville Baptist church: Judge John T. 
Pendleton. deacon of the Second Baptist 
church, and several of the faculty of the 
Mercer Theological university. 

Hon. Porter King, the presiding officer, 
occupied the central chair fin the front 
row, and Rev. Mr. White occunied the 
chair on his right. 

After the opening exercises Porter King 
advanced to the nulnit and stated that 
it was not his intention to make an ad- 
dress, but that he would merely an- 
= the order of the programme. He 
said: 

“I am proud of the honor of presid'ng 
over this meeting on this special oc- 
casion. We welcome you, reverend sir, 
and your family, to this city; and we wel- 
come you to this church. We welcome 
ycu not as strangers, but as people who 
have been born among us. The people of 
this city and church extend to you the 
right hand of fellowship.” 

Mr. King then advanced and heartily 
shook hands with Mr. White. 

Several Addresses Made. 

Dr. I. T. Tichenor. in welcoming Mr. 
White on behalf of the mission board of 
the southern states, paid a tribute to Mr. 
White’s services in North Carolina as 
secretary of the board of that state, and 
concluded by invoking the benediction of 
heaven upon his work in Atlanta. 

Dr. 8S. Y. Jameson delivered the address 
of welcome on behalf of the board of 
missions. 

“T am glad,” he said, ‘‘to welcome the 
pastor of this church on behalf of the 190,- 
000 white Baptists of Georgia. We have 
achieved much and hope to achieve more. 
Ycur representative stands for progress; 
I believe that you can greatly help us in 
this field. We shall make,you feel at 
home in Atlanta, and in Georgia.”’ 

Dr. W. W. Landrum, in his address on 
behalf of the Baptists of the state, said: 

‘‘Long before Atlanta was a city, when 
the Indians were near, here assembled in 
a small building near where the First 
Methodist church now stands, all the wor- 
shipers of the future Atlanta. The Bap- 
tists were the first to build a church 
here.”’ 

He referred to the early history of the 
church in Atlanta. 

Judge Pendleton, speaking for the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, said in substance: 

“We welcome vou to this church, and 
helieve that you have been installed in the 
pastorship by the Lord. We hail your 
coming with joy, and believe that you 
will be a most worthy shepherd. We 
propose to love the man and honor the 
office. In behalf of the church I extend 
to you a cordial greeting, and may God 
bless you.”’ 

Dr. White Responds. 

In response to the several addresses of 
welcome, Rev. Dr. White paid a glowing 
tribute to the hospitality of the people 
of Atlanta in general, and a high compli- 
ment to the energy of her progressive 
peovle. He was feelingly touched at this 
flattering testimony, and in his short 
address could scarce conceal his tears. 
‘“T have been in this hospitable city,’’ 
said he, ‘“‘ten days; these days were in 
the ascending scale and have culminated 
tonight in moving my heart as it has 
never before been moved. I have been 
most hospitably welcomed by every one 
to this hospitable city. Hospitality is 
written upon the gates of Atlanta. I have 
been™inade to feel that I am no stranger 
within her gates. The name of Atlanta is 
‘Opportunity.’ It walks upon her streets; 
it is the one word that speaks the future 
prosperity of the south. 

‘‘Her people are as enterprising as they 
are hospitable and good. 

“T accept your welcome. I am glad to 
be here. I come here gladly, because 
it ts Atlanta. I have felt at home among 
you. Baptists are about the same the 
world over. It is a good thing to be a 
southern man, but it was not so good 
about thirty-five years ago. I am glad 
to come to the Empire State of the 
South. I am glad to accept the welcome 
of the mission board. I do most feelingly 
accept the welcome of my people ex- 
pressed through Brother Pendleton. I 
come to you believing in my heart of 
hearts that God has sent me. I come to

When the boys [!n blue burst uncere- 
montously into the’ game den there was 
an immediate undisciplined break for 
freedom, but the trap planned by the offi- 
cers worked successfully and the game 
wag bagged—a big lot of game for one 
catch, There was one woman in the 
crowd. 

The arrestel] negroes were all arraigned 
before Recorder Broyles last Saturday 
and each one of the crowd, with the ex- 
ception of three, were fined $10.75. Three 
were Cismisged. The recorder states that 
he intends to break up such dives if there 
is any possibile chance. 


NOT ENOUGH CASH FOR MUSIC.
